John  Greble.of  Peoria,  111.,  shot  John 
Lockwood,  a  river  rough,  blowing  the  top  ol 
hja  head  entirely  off.  Lockwood,  in  an  al- 
tercation with  Mrs.  Oreble,  beat  her  severely 
about  the  head,  and  received  the  above  de- 
scribed punishment  from  the  husband. 

Westervelt,  the  man  who  is  in  pris- 
on for  complicity  in  the  Charlie  Ross  abduc- 
tion, has  been  interviewed  by  the  wife  of  one 
of  the  dead  abductors,  and  entreated  to  tell 
all  he  knows.  He  earnestly  declared  that  he 
knew  nothing  to  lead  to  the  boy's  where- 
abouts. 

Prof.  Parker,  of  the  Iowa  State  Uni- 
versity met  with  a  terrible  affliction,  last 
week.  While  out  rowing  with  his  son 
daughter  and  niece,  his  boat  overturned  and 
his  two  children  were  drowned.  The  boy 
was  aged  15  and  the  girl  13.  The  father  ex- 
erted himsell  to  the  utmost  to  save  the  chil- 
dren, but  tlie  current  was  so  strong  he  was 
unable  to  do  so. 

A  short  time  since  James  Wilkinson 
was  arrested  for  embezzelmeut  in  New  Or- 
leans. He  was  visited,  while  confined  in  the 
Indianapolis  jail, by  a  man  named  J.  K.  Phelps, 
who  was  arrested  as  an  accomplice.

Miss  Mary  Anderson  is  a  new  dramat- 
ic star  of  the  first  magnitude,  and  has  just 
closed  the  most  successful  engagements  Jever 
played  in  St.  Louis. 

Barney  Williams,  the  actor,  was 
buried  from  St.  Stephen's  Catholic  church, 
New  York,  ©n  the  28th  ult.  The  attendance 
at  the  ceremonies  was  immense. 

The  Arkansas  Republicans  elected 
their  quota  of  representatives  to  the  Cincin- 
nati convention,  and  adopted  a  resolution 
endorsing  Senator  Morton  for  President. 

The  Chicago  Tribune  charges  that 
positive  evidence  exists  of  a  combination  be- 
tween the  whisky  ring  and  the  Democratic  in- 
vestigators to  blacken  the  name  of  Bristow 
before  the  people. 

An  enthusiastic  demonstration  was 
made  at  the  funeral  ol  the  wife  of  M.  Louis 
Blanc,  in  paris.  Over  two  hundred  thousand 
people  lined  the  way,  and  cheered  for  the  re- 
public and  amnesty. 

Tl.t  cashier  of  the  Bremen  Savings 
bank  at  St.  Louis  has  disappeared  and  it  is 
supposed  that  he  h.i3  committed  suicide. 
Nothing  wrong  has  yet  been  found  iu  his 
relations  to  the  bank. 

In  the  Belknap  trial,  on  the  28th,  it 
was  determined  to  first  hear  testimony  and 
arguments  regarding  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Senate  to  try  the  accused ;  the  hearing  to  pro- 
ceed on  the  4th  of  May. 

The  new  York  Democratic  conven- 
tion had  a  stormy  opening,  but  after  four 
sessions  the  committee  on  credentials  decid- 
to  admit  the  Tammany  delegation  from  New 
York  in  preference  to  the  contesting  delegates. 

The  California  Republican  conven- 
tion adopted  resolutions  of  the  stereotyped 
l)attern,  inserting  a  Chinese  clause  and  a 
word  for  civil  service  reform.  The  delegation 
elected,  eight  in  niimber,  are  said  to  s^und 
seven  for  Blaine  and  one  for  Bristow. 

The  Massachusetts  Republican  con- 
vention met  on  the  26th,  and  elected  R.  H. 
Dana,  J.  M.  Forbes,  E.  R.  Hoar  and  Paul  A. 
Chadbourn.  It  is  understood  that  the  ma- 
jority are  favorable  to  Bristow  for  President. 
Resolutions  instructing  for  Blaine  were  tabled, 
and  resolutions  endorsing  the  resumption 
policy  as  defined  by  the  present  laws,  also 
demanding  a  reform  in  the  civil  service

Reports  from  Mexico  on.,  the  25th 
were  anything  but  encouraging  to  the  revo- 
lutionist gcnaral  Diaz. 

A  military  guard  is  to  bo  stationed 
at  some  of  the  more  dangerous  )^»oint9  on  the 
route  to  the  Black  Hills. 

A  decree  has  been  promulgated  re- 
storing suffrage  to  the  inhabitauUi  of  the 
provinces  of  Alsace  and  Laraiue. 

The  Panama  railroad  company  are 
attaching  the  Pacific  mail  steamers  as  they 
arrive  in  San  Francisco,  for  debt. 

The  leading  journals  of  England  sus- 
tain the  British  government  in  its  position  on 
the  Winslow extradition  case. 

John  Church  &  Co.,  of  Cincinnati, 
have  been  selected  as  publishers  of  Wag- 
ner's "grand  Centennial  march." 

In  the  early  part  of  June  a  train  is 
to  be  run  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco 
in  eight  hours  if  no  accident  occurs. 

The  Atlantic  and  Pacific  telegraph 
company  have  reduced  their  rates  between 
eastern  .and  western  cites  37  per  cent. 

Tom  Allen  and  the  English  bruiser 
Ooss  have  gained  stakes  for  a  prize  fight,  and 
a  day  will  soon  be  fixed  for  the  meeting. 

A  Chicago  man  drew  a  SIOO,tK)0  prize 
^n  the  Louisiana  State  lottery.  He  will  be 
lucky  il  he  succeeds  in  getting  his  money. 

Indications  of  a  foreign  war,  in 
which  Austria,  Turkey,  Russia,  'and  possibly 
other  powers  will  join,  are  increasing  daily. 

The  English  House  of  Commons   re- 
jected, by  a  vote  of  239  against  152,  the  prop 
osition  to  remove  the  electoral  disabilities  of 
women. 

The  House  committee  has  agreed  to 
give  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  company 
eight  years  additional  time  to  construct  and 
complete  the  road. 

The  Turkisli  Porte  has  sent  a  cir- 
cular vote  to  the  representatives  at  various 
European  couits  asking  for  miliUry  a.ssLstence 
in  suppressing  the  insurrection. 

Prince  Bismarck  has  absorbed  the 
idea  of  the  Empire  controlling  the  railroads, 
and  is  making  efforts  to  secure  the  consent  to 
such  ownership  from  the  various  States. 

The  Stories  of  forced  loans  from  the 
foreign  merchants  of  New  Laredo,  Mexico, 
are  reported  to  be  untrue  by  the  commander 
of  the  United  States  troops  stationed  there. 

An  engineer  on  a  freight  train  on 
the  Canada  Southern  railroad  lell  asleep  at 
his  post,  a  few  nights  since,  and  run  his  train 
tlu-ough  an  open  draw  into  the  Welland  canal. 
Gen.  Rice,  of  Iowa,  testified  before 
the  Clymer  committee  that  he  lias  received  a 
total  ol  about  $12,000  from  jwst  traderships, 
none  of  which,  liowever,  went  to  General 
Belkn-ap. 

(Jov.  Rice,  of  Massachusetts,  has 
vettoed  the  bill  to  legalize  the  marriage  of 
James  Parton, -on  the  ground  that  the  act  is 
not  within  the  constitutional  power  of  the 
legislature. 

The  irrepressible  humbug.  Barnum, 
has  just  opened  his  humbug  "Centennial" 
show^,  and  on  the  first  exhibition  humbugged 
10,000  inside  the  inclosure,  and  humbugged 
an  equal  number  outside  by  not  having  his 
building  large  enough  to  accommodate  them. 

An  immense  gathering  was  held  in 
Paris  recently  to  raise  money  for  the  erection 
of  a  statue  of  liberty  in  New  York  harlwr.  It 
was  attended  by  the  elect  of  Parasian  society, 
and  was  entert.ained  by  eight  hundred  sing- 
ers in  a  cantata  entitled  "Liberty  enlightening 
the  world." 

Reports  from  Eads'  jetties  belio  the 
discouraging  reports  lately  given.  The 
steamer  Grand  Republic  with  an  excursion 
party  went  through  into  the  gulf  and  return- 
ed on  Wednesday,  and  found  sixteen  feet  four 
inches  during  average  tide ;  an  increase  of 
ten  inches  in  as  many  days. 

This  sad  result  of  one  shameful 
newspapers  attack  should  be  a  general  lesson 
in  these  times :  L.  H.  Chandler,  pension 
agent  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  was  some  time  ago 
charged  with  being  a  defaulter,  and  he  com- 
mitted suicide.  It  is  now  proven  that  he  was 
not  only  honest  in  his  accounts  with  the  gov- 
ernment, but  that  the  government  owed  him 
over  92,000.

The  Senate,  on  the  24th,  was  engaged 
in  consideration  of  the  bill  to  abolish  the  of- 
fice of  supervisor  of  internal  revenue,  and  the 
bill  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the  legal 
tender  of  silver  coin. 

Bills  were  introduced  in  the  House 
to  increase  the  national  bank  circulation  to 
liquidate  the  national  debt,  to  reorganize  the 
navy,  and  to  regulate  taxation  in  the  District 
of  Columbia.  A  resolution  was  passed  re- 
questing the  President  to  take  steps  to  secure 
the  release  of  O.  M.  Condon,  now  imprisoned 
in  England,  Mr.  Blaine  j)roceeded  to  make  a 
personal  explanation  in  regard  to  the  news- 
paper charges  connecting  him  witli  the  Union 
Pacific  railroad  company. 

The  Senate  indefinitely  |>ostponed 
the  bill  for  surveying  the  Austin  Pacific  rail- 
ad  route,  on  the  26th,  and  refused  to  recede 
from  its  amendments  to  the  diplomatic  bill, 
and  also  insisted  on  its  amendments  to  the 
deficiency  bill.  Mr.  McMillan  was  api)ointed 
a  member  of  the  Mississippi  election  commit- 
tee, in  place  ol  Oglesby,  excused.  Theleg.al 
tender  silver  bill  was  ordered  printed. 

The  House  p;i.sscd  the  District  of 
Columbia  bill,  and  took  up  the  executive 
appropriation  bill  in  committee  of  the  whole, 
commencing  at  page  37;  after  disposing  of  six 
pages  the  House  adjourned.  It  came  out  in 
relerence  to  salaries  of  territorial  judges  that 
Utah  makes  additional  comp<-nHation  in  the 
case  of  federal  judges  acting  in  a  dual  capac- 
ity, and  an  amendment  to  the  bill  was  made 
lorbidding  such  practice. 

The  Semite  spent  the  morning  hour, 
onthe  36th  in  considering  various  unimportin 
motions,  after  which  the  silver  legal  tender 
bill  was  taken  up  and  amendments  proposed 
by  Mr.  Sherman,  Mr.  Morrill  called  up  the 
bill  to  establish  an  educational  fund  and  to 
apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  public 
school  land  sales  to  public  education.  Mr. 
Maxey,  of  Texas  offered  a  8ul>stitute  conse- 
secrating  the  entire  proceeds  of  sales  of  pub- 
lic lands  to  educational  purposes.  Without 
action  the  Senate  adjourned. 

The  House  was  occujiied  with  prop- 
ositions to  investigate  the  clerks  and  subor- 
dinates of  the  House,  the  assistant  engineer 
ol  the  capitol,  the  sale  of  commissary  articles 
at  West  Point,  and  the  management  of 
tne  New  Orleans  custom  house,  after  which 
Mr.  Cox  took  the  chair  in  committee  of  the 
whole  on  the  appropriation  bill  for  executive 
expenses. 

Mr.  Lapham,  in  the  House,  April 
27th,  introduced  an  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution authorizing  the  President  to  approve 
or  disapprove  of  separate  clauses  or  provision 
of  a  bill.  The  bill  excluding  Missouri  from 
the  act  of  1872  relating  to  mining  interests 
was  reported  favorably,  with  the  added  clause, 
"All  lands  in  said  state  shall  be  subject  to 
disposal  as  agricultural  lands."  An  amend- 
ment was  added  to  the  postal  appropriation 
clause  af  the  executive  appropriation  bill 
prohibiting  any  employe  of  the  government 
from  giving  or  receiving  money,  directly  or 
indirectly,  for  political  purpo.ses. 

The  Senate  was  engaged  in  the  Bel- 
knap impeachment. 

On  the  morning  of  the  28th  ult.  the 
decision  of  chief  Justice  Cert ter  was  laid  be- 
fore House  discharging  Hallett  Kilbourne  from 
custody.  In  regard  to  the  bill  transferring 
the  Indian  bureau  to  the  war  department,  a 
point  of  order  was  raLsed  which  ruled  out  the 
section.  The  speaker  sustained  the  point. 
The  legislative  bill  was  passed  by  a  vote  of 
208  to  17.  A  bill  was  ])assed  appropriating 
(6,000  for  the  subsistence  of  the  Apache  In- 
dians. The  Senate  was  in  session  as  a  court 
of  impeachment. 

The  House,  on  the  2yth,  discharged 
the  military  committee  from  further  inquiry 
into  the  charges  made  against  Horace  Bough- 
ton,  its  clerk,  lor  the  reason  that  the  wrongs 
charged  are  barred  from  criminal  prosecution 
by  the  statute  of  limitations.  The  House  ad- 
journed without  action  on  the  otlier  business 
called  up.

DIAMOND  BLUFF. 

Bivcr  Far*  Jonrnnl. 

About  the  close  of  the  French  revo- 
lution of  '93,  a  French  nobleman  had 
born  to  him  a  deformed  female  child. 
A  man  of  eccentric  character,  he  sup- 
posititiously  exchanged  it  for  another, 
the  father  of  the  child  so  taken  being 
also  a  nobleman,  and  a  political  enemy 
of  our  hero.  Unable  to  escape  detec- 
tion, he  finally  fled  to  America,  making 
his  first  stand  at  Quebec.  Soon  feeling 
insecure  here,  he  made  his  way  via  the 
Straits  of  Mackinaw  to  a  point  on  the 
shore  of  Lake  Michigan  near  the  pres- 
ent site  of  Chicago.  He  had  failed, 
however,  by  all  his  torturous  wander- 
ings, to  elude  the  efforts  of  a  father  in 
.search  of  a  lost  child.  His  hiding 
place  was  finally  discovered,  and  the 
unfortunate  child,  how  budding  into 
womanhood,  taken  back  to  her  friends 
in  France.  The  fictitious  father  es- 
caped and  made  his  way  up  the  Missis- 
sipi  river,  and  located  near  the  present 
village  of  Diamond  Bluff.  Here  he  lived 
for  many  years,  and  died,  as  Indian 
tradition  has  it.  The  region  in  which 
he  lived  was  named  '-Old  Man's 
Prairie,"  in  honor  of  his  memory. 

This  bit  of  romance  comes  to  us 
through  the  old  French  Catholic  mis- 
sionaries to  the  Indians  in  the  Upper 
Mississippi  Yalley.  It  seems  th.it  the 
no\)lenian  was  i)ossessed  of  certain  val- 
uable real  estate  in  France  at  the  time 
of  his  departure,  the  monuments  of  ti- 
tle of  which  he  took  with  him.  This 
led  persons  interested  in  his  estate  to 
make  search  for  him,  naturally  mak- 
ing use  of  slie  shrewd  and  tiieless  Cath- 
olic missionaries.  They  traced  him  to 
Diamond  Bluff,  but  never  got  clue  to 
his  papers. 

THE  LU.NATIC  WIT.\E.SS. 

One  of  the  investigating  committees 
now  at  work  in  Washington,  recently 
listened  to  a  most  remarkable  account 
of  perfidy  against  President  Grant. 
The  witness  testified  that  Grant  had 
come  to  him  at  all  hours  of  the  day 
and  night  to  pray  on  his  bended  knees 
for  pardon  for  a  nameless  wrong  done 
to  the  witness'  affianced  bride.

The  President  tells   the    story    that 
for  many  weeks  he  was  conscious  that 
he  was  being  shadowed  ;  that  he  could 
never  leave  the  white-house  without 
finding  the  maniac  turn  upon  him  at 
some  corner,    and  glower  upon    him 
with  his  roaming  eyes  ;    that  the  es- 
pionage became  intolerable,  and  one 
day  he  stopped  the  man  and  told   him 
it  must  cease,  or  he   would   have   him 
arrested.     It  did  not  cease,   and    the 
President  in  his  walks  carried  a  cane. 
The  mad  man  still  continued   to  haunt 
the     white-house     grounds    and    the 
streets,  and  was  finally  taken   to  the 
asylum.     He   iiad    been   tliere    but    a 
short  time,  when  his  friends   told   the 
authorities  that  they  would   take   him 
to  his  home  in  Ireland  if  he   could   be 
released.    The  request  was  immediate- 
ly granted,  and  he  was  sent  to  Ireland. 
By  what    means    that    madman    was 
brought  hero   is  left  to  the  reader's 
imagination. 


FARM  AND  HOUSEHOLD. 

Household  Hints. 
A  red  ink  for  marking  clothes, 
whicli  is  not  attacked  by  soap,  alkalies, 
or  acids,  is  prei)ared  as  follows : 
Enough  of  finely-powdered  cinnibar  to 
form  a  moderate  thick  liquid  is  very 
intimately  mixed  with  egg  albumen 
previously  diluted  with  an  equal  bulk 
of  water  and  beaten  to  a  froth,  and 
filtered  through  a  fine  linnen.  Marks 
formed  on  cloth  with  this  liquid  by 
means  of  a  quill  are  fixed  after  they 
have  become  dry  by  i)ressing  the  cloth 
on  the  other  side  with  a  hot  iron. 
The  ink  will  keep  in  well  closed  bot- 
tles for  a  long  time  without  separation 
of  the  suspended  cinnibar.  A  black  in- 
delible ink  is  made  one  and  two-thirds 
part  of  nitrate  of  silver  in  sixteen  parts 
of  distilled  water  and  adding  two 
parts  of  gum  arable  and  one-third  part 
of  sea-green. 

How  to  Clean  a  Clock. 
An  English  writer  gives  the   follow- 
ing   directions    for    cleaning    clocks, 
which  suit  all  metal  clocks,   and  the 
larger  and  coarser  they  are  the  better  : 
Dip  a  feather  into  common   parafluie 
oil,   such  as  are  used  for  lamps,  and 
touch   up  all   the  oily   places  of  the 
clock,  especially  axles  and  holes  ;  then 
let  the  clock  stand  a  few  hours,  give 
more   paraffine,  and  touch  oftener  if 
you  think  it  is  better  for  it.     After- 
ward   strew  strong  washing  powder 
among  the  wheels,   etc..   and   plunge 
the  clock  into  a  strong  solution  of  the 
same    in   boiling  water.      Let    it    lie 
therein  till  the  water  gets  cool  enough 
to  place  your  hands  in,  when,  with  a 
tooth  brush  rubbed  with   soap,   wash 
out  the  dirt  from  the   works.     After- 
ward cleanse  completely  from  all  trace 
of  soap  and  powder  in  plenty  of  warm 
water,  and  the  operation  is  complete, 
the  clock   not  having   required  to  be 
taken    asunder  at    all.    Many  an  old 
clock    should    be    cleaned    by     this 
method,  Avhich  if  taken  asunder,  even 
by    skilled    hands,   would  never  tick 
again,    oAving    to    fresh    portions    of 
wheels  being  placed  in  contact.

GRANGERS  AT  THE  CENTENNIAL. 

Biltlmore  Snn. 

The    patrons  of  husbandry,   or,   as 
they  are  more  familiarly  called,  the 
grangers,  have  made  preparations  on 
an  extensive  scale  for   the  accomoda- 
tion of  members  of  their  order  during 
the  exhibition.    A  tract  of  land  at  Elm 
station,    on    the    Philadelphia     road, 
about  four  miles  and  a  half   from   the 
cenntennial  grounds,  has  been  secured 
and    arrangements    have    been    made 
with  the  railroad   company   by  which 
passengers  are  to  be  conveyed  to  and 
from  the  grounds  from    this    locality 
for  fifteen  cents  a  round  trip    or    ten 
cents    one    way.      Wodfien  buildings 
have  been  erected  capable  of  accom- 
modating 2,400  people,   and  the  tariff 
of  prices  has  been  fixed  at  fifty  cents 
for  every  meal,  and  fifty  cents  for  a 
night's  lodging.      For  persons  who  de- 
sire to  spend  the  day  at  the  centennial 
groimds,  but  who  may  not  care  to  go 
to  the    restaurants    in    the    grounds, 
lunches  will  be  prepared.      The  build- 
ings are  located  upon  high    grounds, 
with  a  number  of    springs    and    fine 
trees  in  the  vicinity.     The  buildings 
each  contain  ninety-two  rooms,  forty- 
six  on  each  side  of  a  broad  corridor. 
The  rooms  are  twelve  by  eight  feet ; 
and  the  doors  all  open  oii  the  corridor, 
light  and  air  being  admitted  by  nume- 
rous windows  and  transoms.

THE  FESTIVE  POTATO  BUG. 

New  York  Sun.  25th. 

Potato  bugs  are  ravaging  Long  Is- 
land farmers'  hot-beds.    Beetles,  the 
parents  of  the  potato   bugs,   that  had 
slept  in  the  beds  all  w^inter,  awoke  on 
the  appearance  of  spring,  and  settled 
on    the    tender   growth  about  them. 
They  laid  their  eggs  on  the  softest 
leaves.     From  the   eggs  were  hatched 
potato  bugs,  and  they  began  to  devour 
the  leaves  on  which  they  were   hatch- 
ed.   Taking  the  rei>orter  to  his  hot- 
beds, wherein  were  egg-plants,  a  Flat- 
bush  farmer  uprooted  a  plant,  whose 
leaves  were  pierced  and  withered,  and 
peppered  with  bugs,  and  said  :     "See 
how  lively  they  are  !    Last  June  the 
beetles    came    upon    us,    and    cau.<^ed 
thousands  of  dollars'  loss  by  breeding 
upon  the  plants  in  the  hothouses.    I 
had  egg-plants  enough   to  yield  two 
hundred  pounds  of  seed,  that  I  was  to 
sell  to  a  Philadelphia  seedsman    for 
S800  ;  but  the  jwtato  bugs  ate  all  but 
S40  worth.    They  couldn't  hurt    the 
potato  shoots,  because  they  were    a 
foot  high.    The  beetles  hung  around 
all  summer,  crawling  and  jumping  in 
the  sun,  and  in  th<>   fall  burrowed  in 
the  earth.    Farmers  are   setting  out 
only  half  as  mucl    potatoes  as  usual, 
and  are  terribly  afraid.     In  ploughing, 
we  turn  up  lots  of  beetles.  The  ground 
is  full  of  them,  and  as  soon  as   real 
warm  weather  comes  they  will   begin 

to  hatch.

ABSTINENCE  IN  NEW  ENGLAND. 

The  following  facts  relating  to  the 
total  abstinence  cause  in  New  England 
were  reinnted  in  the  recent  conven- 
tion in  Boston:  In  Rhode  Island  a  li- 
cence law  offends  the  societies,  no  dis- 
crimination being  used  in  licensing. 
A  series  of  nias.s-meetings  are  in  pro- 
gress. Gov.  Buckingham  leads  the 
movement  in  Connecticut,  and  the  ac- 
tive work  is  mainly  done  from  pulj^its 
and  in  Sunday  schools.  Three  cities 
have  decided  against  licenses,  but  there 
are  three  thousand  groggeries  in  the 
state.  Vermont  has  a  prohibitory  law 
which  it  tries  hard,  with  only  i>artial 
success,  to  enforce.  The  preachers 
are  hesitant  about  attacking  intemper- 
ance. Of  342  cities  and  towns  in  Mas- 
sacluKsetts.  only  112  granted  licen.ses 
last  year,  and  the  number  will  be  less 
next  year.  New  Hampshire's  liquor 
laws  are  not  enforced,  but  there  is,  as 
a  part  of  the  general  religious  revival, 
a  renewal  of  total  abstinence  agitation. 
Reform  clubs  are  coming  rapidly  into 
existence.  Maine  enforces  its  prohib- 
itory law  with  strictness,  as  a  rule,  and 
the  preponderance  of  public  sentiment 
sustains  the  cause.

Telegrams  from  the  Red  Cloud  and 
Spotted  Tail  agencies,  state  that  no 
supplies  worth  mentioning  have  been 
issued  to  the  Indians  at  those  points 
since  the  10th  ult.  The  Indians  are  on 
the  point  of  starvation,  owing  to  the 
failure  of  congress  to  vote  an  appro- 
priation and  on  the  part  of  the  govern- 
ment to  forward  the  supplies  needed. 
The  Indians  would  undoubtedly  have 
left  on  a  raid  ere  this  had  it  not  been 
for  the  moral  effect  of  the  late  expe- 
dition again.st  Crazy  Horse's  band, 
but,  there  can  be  no  question  but  that 
they  will  be  forced  to  raid  unless  sup- 
plies are  promptly  forwarded.  Gen. 
Crook  has  been  and  is  now  urging  the 
the  necessity  of  supplies  and  holding 
to  the  agencies  those  Indians  who  are 
disposed  to  be  friendly,  but  is  appre- 
hensive that  the  hostile  Indians  will 
be  largely  reinforced  from  those  at 
the  agencies  on  account  of  the  lack  of 
supplies.

How  to  Prepare  Roll  liuttor  for  Market. 
Care  should  be  taken  in  packing  and 
shipping.    Country  dealers  and   sliip- 
pers  are  in  the  practice  of  sending  roll 
butter  to  this  market  in  every  conceiv- 
able package,'  including  barrels,   pine 
boxes,  etc.    Tlie  above  named    pack- 
ages should  be    entirely    avoided,    as 
pine  will  have  a  tendency  to  effect  and 
rtavor  the  butter,  while  barrels  are  too 
large  and  not  easily  handled  ;    beside, 
the  weight  crushes  the  roll.    New  tubs 
or  hard  wood  boxes  are  the  most  desir- 
able, while  half-barrels  or  kegs  will  do 
equally  well,  and  these  only  should  be 
used.     Jare  should  also  be  taken  be- 
fore putting  the    butter    in    packages 
that  all  the  sides  and  ends  of  the  pack- 
ages should  be  lined   with   new   white 
muslin,  thus  keeping  the   butter  from 
defacement    by    touching    the    wood. 
Another  bad  practise  is  in  putting  the 
butter  up  in  paper.     This  shoulil    not 
be  done,  as  the  paper  sticks  to  the  but- 
ter   and    damages     the     apjiearaiice. 
Each  roll  should  lie  sei)arately   i)l;iced 
in  a  piece  of  new  muslin  cloth,  waslied 
in  warm  water,  to  take  out  the  .starch, 
and   thoroughly  wet    in    good    brine. 
Tiie  rolls  should   also   be    of    uniform 
size,  and  not  too  large.      Then,   again, 
the  rolls  should  be   of   uniform   color, 
not  packing  the  light  one   fresh   made 
with  the  color  that  has  been  colored. 


Flower   Beds. 
Tho  Boston  Cultivator  .says: 
Flower  beds  should   be   thoroughly 
dug  ])revious  to  planting,  and  not  have 
a  little  manure  spread  on  the   surface, 
and  then   dug  carelessly  over.      Beds 
which  are  to  be  filled  with  geraniums, 
cannxs,     caldium     esculcntum,     etc.. 
should  be  dug  over  two  .spadings  deep 
and  the  soil  well  pulverized  during  the 
process.     Pleanty   of  good   fresh   ma- 
nure should  be  applied   and   put    well 
down  so  as  to  attract  the  roots   as   far 
from  the  surface  as   possible,    which 
greatly  aids  plants  from  being  affect- 
ed by  the  drought  during  the   months 
of  July  and  August.    Geranium  roots 
will  penetrate  the  soil  to  a  great  depth 
in  search  of  food,    and    unless    such 
plants  as  cannas  and  caldiumsare   sup- 
plied with  plenty  of  nourishment  they 
will  never  have  a  vigorous  appearance, 
nor  jiuch  beauty.     The  best  manure 
for  flower  beds  is  good,    fresh,    barn- 
yard  manure.      It    has    considerable 
'"body"  to    it,  and  plenty  of  manure 
applied  to  the  soil  in  the  spring  will 
do  more  in  resisting    the    drought  in 
the  summer  than  all  the  artificial  wa- 
tering which  may  be  given.     Hard  re- 
tentive clay  soils,  which  are  deficient 
in  vegetable  matter  should  have  it  ap- 
plied in  as  large  quantities  as  possible; 
decayed  leaves  and  vegetables  answer 
well  for    flower    beds,   if     plenty  of 
farmyard  manure  accompanies  them. 
The  excreta  of  animals  applied  to  the 
soil  returns  what  was  originally  taken 
from  it.    Only  so  long  as  we  put   into 
the  soil  what  is  neces.sary  for  supply- 
ing   suitable    support    to    the    plants 
which  are  to  be  grown  on  the  .soil  can 
we  expect  to  see  full  development    in 
those  particular  plants.      Such  plants 
as  caldiums  and    castor    oil   beans  re- 
quire a  large  supply  of  food  to   bring 
them  to  perfection.     A  large  quantity 
of  manure  put  into    the    ground    will 
not  benefit  them,  however,  if  it  does 
not  get  air  and  moi.sture  to  convert  it 
into  a  suitable  condition   so    that  the 
roots  can  absorb  it,  and  these  are  best 
obtained  in  the  soil  by    deej)  digging 
and  thorough  pulverization.

Crimes,  Crimiuals  and  Caisualties 

A  man  named  Wm.  Dcvitt,  in  Pliil- 
adelphia,  gave  himseh"  np  for  the  murder  of  a 
railroad  official  at  Connellsvillp,  five  years 
ago. 

A  hugo  frame  liotel  was  burned  at 
Cozard  City,  Neb.,  last  week,  in  which  per- 
ished a  Mr.  Joriel,  formerly  of  Columbus, 
Ind. 

Fifteen  lumdred  barrels  of  AVhisky 
—  the  material  for  innumerable  drunks  and 
murders— were  burned  in  Kentucky  la.st 
week. 

A  party  of  masked  men  firod  twoi 
coal  minps  at  Massillon,  Ohio,  and  great  ef- 
forts were  being  made  at  last  accounts  to  ex- 
tinguish them. 

A  Chicajjo  newspaper  carrier  sliot 
and  killed  his  wife,  while  in  a  fit  ot  jealousy, 
last  week, and  then  made  what  amends  he 
could  by  killins;  himself. 

The  Indians  are  still  on  the  war  path 
on  the  Cheyenne  route  to  the  Black  Hills. 
They  attacked  a  train  m  Red  Cannon  on  the 
6th,  killed  fourteen  horses  and  wounded  one 
man. 

There  is  a  prospect  of  some  blood- 
shed among  the  Chinese  and  their  enemies  in 
San  Francisco,  soon,  unless  the  government 
takes  stejis  to  check  the  immigration  of 
Coolies. 

At  Warsaw,  Ky.,  a  few  days  since, 
Ben  French  and  wile,  who  were  in  jail  for  the 
murder  of  an  old  negro,  were  taken  out  and 
hanged  to  a  tree.  The  Frenches  wtre  whites, 
but  recdgnized  as  very  bad  people. 

Col.  Winyard  and  clerk,  while  on 
the  way  to  Fort  Gibson,  Texas,  to  pay  the 
troops  stationed  there,  were  attacked  by  two 
highwaymen,  and  the  clerk  killed.  The  mur- 
derers got  $1,500  of  the  money  but  the  colonel 
e8cai,ed  and  saved  the  balance  of  the  funds. 
One  of  the  robbers  has  been  captured. 

Piper,  the  murderer  of  littl«  Mable 
Young  has  written  a  very  lenghty  letter  to 
his  mother  and  secured  its  publication  in  the 
leading  papers  of  Massachusetts,  in  which 
letter  he  protests  his  innocence  ot  murder, 
and  tells  "the  whole  true  story"  of  the 
little  girl's  accidental  death.  It  finds  few  be- 
lievers. 

Chicago  had  a  visit  from  a  whirl- 
wind, on  the  night  of  the  Cth,  which  felled 
steeples,  tore  off  roofs  and  did  much  other 
damage.  Tl»e  north  and  south  sides  only 
were  in  its  path,  the  west  side  escaping. 
Several  persons  were  fatally  injured,  and  oth- 
ers badly  hurt.  The  total  damage  i.s  roughly 
estimated  at  a  quarter  of  a  million. 

Prof.  Parker,  of  tlie  Iowa  State  Uni- 
versity met  with  a  terrible  affliction,  last 
week.  While  out  rowing  with  his  son 
daughter  and  niece,  his  boat  overturned  and 
his  two  children  were  drowned.  The  boy 
was  aged  16  and  the  girl  13.  The  father  ex- 
erted himself  to  the  titmost  to  save  the  chil- 
dren, but  the  current  was  so  strong  he  was 
unable  to  do  so. 

A  terrible  wind  and  rain  storm  vis- 
ited Leavenworth,  Kas.,  on  the  Gth,  carrying 
death  and  destruction  to  many  a  home.  The 
cloud  was  funnel  shaped,  with  the  small  end 
down,  and  bounded  along  the  earth  like  a 
cannon  ball,  leveling  everything  it  touched. 
The  damage  is  estimated  at  Leavenworth 
alone,  as  high  as  a  quarter  of  a  million  and 
not  less  than  two  hundred  tliousand  dollars.

MORTON'S  DKFENSF.. 

Senator  Morton,  in  his  defense  of  a 
charge  that  ho  had  received  S250.000 
during  the  war  for  political  purposes, 
said  tlie  amount  was  sent  him,  as  gov- 
ernor of  Indiana,  from  Washington,  to 
pay  milita  for  preserving  peace  in  the 
State,  and  that  he  paid  back  one-half 
the  amount,  which  was  not  needed. 
He  said  the  State  was  lioney-combed 
with  secret  societies,  formerly  known 
as  the  Knights  of  the  flolden  Circle, 
but  at  that  time  as  the  Sons  of  Liberty. 
"They  claimed  in  1804  to  have  40,000 
members  in  the  State  were  lawless,  de- 
fiant, plotting  treason  against  the  Unit- 
ed States  and  the  overthrow  of  the 
State  government.  In  some  counties 
their  operation.H  were  so  formidable  .is 
to  require  tlie  millitia  t«  be  kept  on  a 
war  footing,  and  throughout  1863  and 
until  the  final  explosion  of  the  organi- 
zation in  August,  18(J4,  kept  the  whole 
State  in  an  uja-oar  and  .ilarm.  So  bold 
were  their  <lemonstration3  through 
the  summer  of  1863  that  fieneral  John 
Morgan,  of  Kentucky,  was  induced  to 
invade  the  State  with  his  forces  in  the 
belief  that  there  would  be  a  general 
uprising  in  his  support.  In  1864,  so 
numerous  were  these  treasonable  or- 
ganizations, and  so  confident  were  they 
of  their  strength^  that  they  matured  a 
plan  for  a  general  uprising  in  the  city 
of  Indianapolis,  on  the  5th  day  of  Au- 
gust, to  be  under  cover  of  a  mass  meet- 
ing of  the  Democratic  party,  to  be  at- 
tended by  members  of  tb.ese  organiza- 
tions from  all  parts  of  the  State." 

"After  a  full  examination  of  my  ac- 
counts the  Legislature  made  an  appro- 
priation to  pay  my  sura  of  about  S600,- 

000  (the  next  amount,  however,  I  am 
not  able  to  state  from  memory)  which 

1  had  procured  from  Wiuslow,  Lanier 
&,  Co.,  of  New  York,  to  advance  pay- 
ment of  interest  upon  the  bonds  of  the 
State  during  the  year«  1863  and  1864, 
the  payment  of  wliich  interest  had 
been  withheld  by  the  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  of  the  State.  During  those 
two  years  all  payments  for  civil  and 
military  expenses  of  the  State,  includ- 
ing benevolent  institutions  and  pen- 
etentiarips.  and  excepting  only  the 
salaries  of  public  ofliccrs,  were  paid 
upon  my  own  check  through  a  finan- 
cial bureau  established  in  my  office, 
the  Stata  Auditor  and  the  State  Treas- 
urer declining  all  co-operation.  My 
course  was  ai)proved  by  the  people  of 
Indiana  by  my  re-election  as  Governor 
in  Oi'tober,  1864.  by  a  majority  of 
mt)re  than  20,000  and  by  the 
election  of  a  Republican  Legislature 
and  Republican  State  officers.

The  statement  that  the  President 
has  relieved  Gen.  Custer  from  his  command 
is  officially  denied. 

The  Georgia  delegates  to  the  nation- 
al Republican  convention  stand,  Blainft  8, 
Morton  5,  Bristow  4,  Conkling  3. 

Tlie  complete  vindication  of  Secre- 
tary Bristow  was  completed  by  the  investi- 
gating committee,  on  the  4th'in.st.,  and  the 
case  closed. 

In  consequence  of  the  disaffection 
caused  by  the  failure  of  the  queen  to  limit 
the  u<5e  of  the  title  of  Empress  to  India,  a  res- 
olution equivalent  to  a  censure  Las  l)een  in- 
troduced in  the  lower  house  of  ixirliament. 

The  examination  of  the  records  of 
the  governor  of  Wisconsin  proves  to  be  very 
damaging  to  ex-Gov.  Taylor,  but  as  regardi 
ex-Gov.  Washburn  the  record  is  thoroughly 
clean. 

The  British  cabinet  decided  tliat  the 
forger  Winslow  should  be  released  and  not 
returned  this  country  under  the  extradition 
treaty,  and  the  long-faced  fraud  has  been  set 
at  lil)erty. 

Geo.  W.  Dietz,  79  years  of  age,  start- 
ed from  New  AlLany,  Ind.,  on  the  1st  ijist., 
to  walk  to  Philadelphia,  to  attend  the  Cen- 
tennial. He  was  accompanied  to  the  city 
limits  by  a  band  and  a  large  crowd  of  people. 

A  new  reform  party  has  been  organ- 
ized in  New  York,  with  prominent  Republi- 
cans at  its  head.  Its  object  is  to  secure  the 
nomination  by  the  Republican  party  of  such 
a  man  as— well,  it  looks  like  a  movemeut  in 
favor  ©f  Bristow. 

The  King  of  Dahomy  invited  com- 
modore Hewitt,  of  the  British  navy,  to  come 
to  him  and  receive  payment  of  the  fine  im- 
posed on  him  for  maltreating  British  sut- 
jects,  in  powder  and  bullets.  A  fleet  of  war 
vessels  has  been  ordered  to  take  active  pro- 
ceedings in  compliance  with  the  invitation.

The  naval  appropriation  bill  reduces 
the  amount  of  last  year  over  five  millions. 

A  party  of  123  men  from  Massachu- 
setts have  left  Yankton  for  the  Black  Hills. 

The  recent  break  in  freight  rates, 
has  greatly  revived  shipments  of  com  from 
the  west. 

By  a  failure  at  North  Adams,  Mass., 
over  1,200  persons  have  been  thrown  out  of 
employment.

On  the  Ist  inst.  Mr.  Hale  introduced 
in  the  House  a  resolution  directing  the  in- 
vestigating committees  to  proceed  with  oj)en 
doors,  while  testimony  is  being  taken;  the 
rules  were  suspended  and  the  resolution  de- 
feated ;  not^two-thirds  in  the  affirmative.  The 
vate  stood  126  to  105,  the  latter  being  all 
Democrats.  A  resolution  was  finally  adopted 
which  covered  nearly  the  .same  ground,  how- 
ever. An  effort  was  made  to  bring  all  inves- 
tigations to  a  close  previous  to  June  lOth,  but 
failed.  Mr.  Biaine  rose  to  a  i)ersonal  expla- 
nation, and  had  read  several  letters  relieving 
him  from  a  chargo  of  receiving  coin  lx)nds 
of  the  Kansas  &  Pacific  railro.id. 

The  Senate,  on  the  2nd,  received  a 
petition  from  the  society  of  Friends,  protest- 
ing against  the  tr.ansfer  of  the  Indian  bureau 
to  the  war  department.  After  considerable 
discussion  ot  the  Japanese  indemnity  qiie.s- 
tion,  and  proposed  amendments  to  the  im- 
peachment rules,  Mr.  Edwards  submitted  a 
resolution  instructing  the  committee  on  com- 
merce to  enquire  what  legislation  can  he  had 
to  protect  the  country  from  the  evils  of  Chi- 
nese immigration. 

The  House  appropriated  SI6,000  for 
the  maintainance  of  lights  on  the  Ohio, 
Missi.s.«ippi  and  Missouri  rivers.  A  proposi- 
tion was  received  from  Hallet  Kilbourne  to 
testify  to  all  questions  relating  to  the  real-es- 
tate poole,  but  the  offer  was  tabled  by  a  vote 
of  138  to  83— a  party  vote.  The  consent  of  the 
House  was  asked  for  the  introduction  of  a 
bill  instructing  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
to  issue  $10,000,000  of  silver  coin,  but  objec- 
tion being  made  the  House  adjourned. 

In  the  Senate,  on  the  3d,  Mr.  Morton 
rose  to  a  personal  explanation.  He  had  read 
fr"m  the  New  York  World  a  charge  that  he 
had,  while  governor  of  Indiana,  during  the 
war,  received  from  the  general  govenmient 
the  sum  of  $250,000  out  of  an  appropriatidn 
for  arms.  His  reply  acknowledged  receiv- 
ing ot  the  money,  and  gave  as  a  reason 
the  details  of  a  plot  to  carry  that  State  out  of 
the  union.  About  one  half  of  the  money  was 
used  in  military  operations,  and  accounted 
for  as  such,  and  the  remainder  returned  to 
the  government. 

The  House  unseated  Farrell,  of  Illi- 
nois, and  seated  the  contestant  from  that 
State,  LeMoyne,  after  which,  went  in  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  but  nothing  of  importance 
was  accomplished. 

On  the  4th  inst..  Senator  Conkling 
said  he  had  been  requested  to  present,  and 
most  willingly  did  present  a  number  of  pe- 
titions for  steps  looking  to  the  release  of  E. 
0.  M.  Condon,  now  undergoing  a  life  sen- 
tence in  an  English  prison.  The  jietitions 
form  such  a  volume  of  sympathy  as  rarely 
came  to  either  house  of  Congress.  Senator 
McMillan,  from  the  committee  on  commerce, 
presented  a  bill  to  exempt  all  vessels  engage^ 
in  navigation  on  the  Mississippi  river  above 
New  Orleans,  and  its  tributaries,  from  entran- 
ces and  clearances. 

The  House  adopted  a  resolution  to 
adjourn  from  the  9th  to  the  I2th  to  give  time 
for  attending  the  Centennial  opening.  Mr. 
Blaine  introduced  a  bill  for  the  coinage  of 
more  silver  to  relieve  the  change  famine.  A 
message  was  received  trom  the  President  de- 
clining information  asked  for  regarding  ex- 
ecutive acts  done  at  a  distance  from  the  na- 
tional capitol.  It  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  judiciary. 

The  Senate,  on  the  5th,  adopted  the 
House  resolution  to  adjourn  from  the  9th  to 
the  12th  to  attend  the  opening  of  the  Centen- 
nial exposition.  After  the  introduction  of 
several  unimportant  bills  the  Senate  resumed 
consideration  of  the  articles  ot  impeachment, 
and  listened  to  arguments  by  Carpenter  and 
Enott. 

The  House  appropriated  $4,600  for 
ventilating  the  hall,  after  which,  adjourned. 

The  impeachment  proceedings  in 
the  Senate,  on  the  6th,  were  of  more  interest 
than  common,  notwithstanding  the  contin- 
xied  illness  of  Representative  Knott.  Senator 
Conkling  submitted  two  questions  to  the 
managers,  both  to  the  effect  that  a  private 
citizen  was  or  was  not  liable  to  impeachment 
by  Congress.  Senator  Mitchell,  of  Oregon, 
also  propounded  a  question  regarding  the 
same  point.  Mr.  Hoar  made  an  argument 
maintaining  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Senate, 
!  and  in  hia  peroration  was  loudly  cheered. 


SAMOA. 

Very  little  is  known  of  the  cause  of 
the  troubles  on  the  island  of  Samoa, 
except  that  Steinberger,  who  held 
some  sort  of  a  supervisory  power 
there,  wa.*?  imprisoned  on  a  British 
sliip.  It  appears  that  after  the  de- 
thronement of  Malctoa  by  the  natives 
on  account  of  his  deposing  Steinberg- 
er as  premier.  Captain  Stevens,  com- 
mander of  the  British  steamer  Barra- 
couta,  landed  with  a  force  of  marines 
and  went  to  the  council  house,  where 
the  legislature  was  assembled  with  the 
intent  to  dethrone  Malctoa.  The 
chiefs  ordered  the  n:>tivo  guard  to 
take  position  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
council  house.  Stevens  ordered  his 
marines  to  di.sarm  the  natives.  The 
guard  resisted  and  a  fight  ensued. 
Four  mjirines  were  killed  and  eight 
mortally  wounded.  The  natives  were 
in  sufficient  force  to  have  extermina- 
ted the  marines  had  they  wished,  but 
were  restrained  by  the  chiefs,  who 
told  Stevens  they  had  no  desire  to 
fight,  Ijut  would  defend  his  rights. 
Stevens  took  the  wounded  on  board 
the  Barracouta,  landed  with  artillery, 
threw  up  breastworks,  and  kept  guard 
behind  them  fourteen  days,  but  no 
further  demonstration  was  made  by 
the  natives,  and  they  then  returned  to 
the  Barracouta,  taking  three  chiefs  as 
hostages.  Meantime  the  British 
steamer  Sapphire  arrived,  the  chiefs 
were  transferred  to  her  and  the  Bar- 
racouta sailed  for  the  Fiji  Islands,  tak- 
ing Steinberger,  his  brother  and  Coe, 
the  latter  being  carried  away  simply 
for  his  loyalty  to  the  native  govern- 
ment. The  prisoners  were  landed  at 
Fiji,  and  the  Barracouta  ordered  to 
Auckland,  presumably  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  the  acts  of  her 
captain  investigated.  Steinberger 
went  also,  to  confront  him  and  demand 
satisfaction  for  the  outrage  perpetra- 
ted on  him.  At  the  date  of  leaving 
Samoa  the  Tuscora  would  be  due  in 
ten  days.  Foster,  the  American  con- 
sul, acted  throughout  the  trouble  in 
harmony  with  the  British.  Coe  and 
Steinberger  also  reiterated  the  state- 
ment that  the  main  trouble  arises  from 
the  machinations  of  English  mission- 
aries, whose  profits  were  impaired  by 
the  regulations  introduced  by  Stein- 
berger.

SCANDINAVIA  WILL  EN'THL'SE. 

Minneapolis  Trlbone. 

The  Philadelphia  centennial  seems 
to  have  po  occupied  the  minds  of  the 
people  at  large  that  local  patriotism  is 
at  a  discount.  People  however  begin 
to  appreciate  the  fact  that  everyone 
carfnot  participate  in  the  national  ex- 
hibition, and  the  time  has  certainly 
arrived  when  something  must  speedily 
be  done  toward  awakening  a  local  in- 
terest, and  providing  for  a  homo  deni' 
onstration  somewhat  commensurate 
with  what  is  to  be  expected  of  a  cen- 
tennial celebration.  Until  Wednesday 
evening  no  movement  has  been  made 
in  this  city,  anticipating  such  an 
event,  and  even  then  the  first  step  was 
taken  by  representatives  of  a  foreign 
nationality,  who  it  would  seem  have 
more  of  the  spirit  of  '76  than  the 
favored  sons  of  Uncle  Sam.  On  the 
evening  in  question  delegates  from  the 
several  Scandinavian  societies  met  and 
called  a  ma-ss  meeting,  at  which  they 
will  determine  upon  some  programme 
suitable  to  the  occasion,  and  the  per- 
manent organization  of  oommittees 
will  probably  also  take  place.  It  is  ru' 
mored  that  there  are  many  favoring 
the  idea  of  calling  a  reunion  of  Scandi- 
navian ex-soldiers,  at  Minneaix)lis,  be- 
side inviting  Scandinavian  societies 
and  citizens  from  this  and  adjoining 
states.  This  question  will  come  up  at 
the  meeting  referred  to. 

If  one  may  judge  of  the  interest 
manifested  at  the  recent  meeting  of 
the  leading  Scandinavians,  it  is  safe 
to  assert  that  they  will  provide  some- 
thing on  a  grand  scale,  and  which  will 
serve  to  arouse  other  societies  to 
action  in  the  matter. 


THE  IflNNESOTA  LIQUOR  WAR. 

The  Inebriate  Asylum  law  passed  by 
the  Minnesota  Legislature  of  1873  and 
amended  by  that  of  1875,  is  proving  to 
be  a  troublesome  bone  of  contention. 
It  will  be  remerbered,  that  a  deter- 
mined attempt  was  made  to  secure  its 
repeal  by  the  last  legislature.  The 
desired  repeal  failed,  and  instead  the 
law  was  amended  and  continued.  A 
case  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court 
from  the  jiwtice  court  of  Rochester, 
wherein  that  Court  decided  that  the  law 
was  constitutional.  As  a  further  mat- 
ter of  history,  it  may  also  be  stated 
that  John  Klein  of  St.  Paul,  fined  in 
the  municipal  court  of  St.  Paul  for  re- 
fusing to  pay  the  tax,  has  taken  an  ap- 
peal to  the  supremo  court,  it  being 
claimed  that  the  decision  of  the  Roch- 
ester case  did  not  cover  fully  the  points 
in  issue. 

In  the  meantime  the  liquor  dealers 
of  the  State  are  organizing  under  the 
name  of  "The  Minnesota  State  Asso- 
ciation for  the  protection  of  Personal 
Liberty,"  of  which  the  following  gen- 
tlemen are  the  officers:  President, 
George  Benz ;  Vich  President,  Fred 
Richter ;  Recording  Secretary,  L. 
Isaacs ;  Corresponding  Secretary,  J.  I. 
Beaumont ;  Trea.surer,  G.  Elbel. 

This  as.sociation  is  not  only  deter- 
mined to  prevent  the  execution  of  the 
law  by  all  po.ssible  means,  through  the 
courts,  but  so  far  as  they  can,  will  se- 
cure the  election  of  only  such  persons 
to  the  next  legislature  as  are  unqual- 
ifiedly is  favor  of  the  repeal  of  the  law.

THE  FATHER  OF  GREAT  FARMS. 
St.  r«ul  Letter  to  Anokt  RrriibllCKti. 

Oliver  Dalrymple,  the  father  of  ex- 
tensive farmers  in  Minnesota,  seems 
ill  at  rest,  and  has  gone  up  near  Fargo 
and  opened  up  on  the  grand  scale  a 
farm  of  25,000  acres,  with  1,000  acres 
already  under  the  plow.  There  would 
not  be  room  enough  on  a  farm  down 
east  for  this  man  to  sneeze,  as  he  or- 
dinarily takes  a  five  thousand  acre  field 
in  which  to  do  it.  He  wasonce  a  ix)or 
lawyer,  practicing  that  calling  about 
this  state  for  his  living,  but  ho  is  not 
one  of  that  kind  any  more.  He  made 
himself  rich  getting  up  claims  for  the 
settlers,  for  depredations  committed 
by  the  red  men,  at  the  Indian  out- 
break in  this  state  in  1862,  his  per 
cent,  being  from  one-fourth  to  one- 
half  of  the  whole  amount  obtained,  or 
about  forty  thousand  dollars  in  all  for 
himself.  "lie  "broke"  a  little  buying 
wheat  some  time  since,  but  that  is  all 
over  now,  while  he  is  a  poorer  but 
a  wiser  man,  seeking  sweet  repose 
within  the  precincts  of  his  fine  farm. 
It  is  almost  safe  to  say  this  farmer 
will  not  speculate  any  more  in  wheat. 
Those  farmers  who  will  do  so  should 
not  have  their  ashes  respected  by  pos- 
terity.

THE  HAVANA  LOTTERY. 
Several  Americans,  more  perhaps 
than  would  care  to  confess  it,  have 
been  wofully  disappointed  by  their 
failure  to  draw  the  grand  prize  of  one 
million  dollars  supiwsed  to  have  been 
allotted  to  one  lucky  ticket-holder  in 
the  Havana  lottery,  drawn  on  Monday 
last.  Of  all  the  disgraceful  and  de- 
moralizing methods  employed  by  na- 
tions to  raise  the  wind,  none  is  more 
shameful  than  this  lottery  business. 
All  nations  which  cherish  any  regard 
for  their  credit  or  reputation  have  long 
since  been  forc.?d  by  the  progress  of 
civilized  idejis  to  stop  coimtenancing 
the  system,  but  Spain  is  poor  and  net 
proud.  She  collects  twenty-five  per 
cent,  on  all  premiums,  and  finds  in  the 
Havana  lottery  a  much  easier  way  of 
collecting  taxes  than  siny  other.  Pur- 
chasers of  lottery  tickets  are  volun- 
tary taxpayers,  all  others  most  unwil- 
ling ones.  Of  the  enormous  sum  de- 
rived by  Spain  from  the  sale  of  Havana 
lottery  tickets,  amounting  to  not  less 
than  S20,000,000  a  year,  the  American 
public,  we  regret  to  say,  pays  at  least 

one-half.

GREAT  REVIVALS. 

NfMT  York  Bun. 

The  expenses  of  Moody's  three 
months'revival  in  Philadelphia  amount- 
ed to  S30,000;  the  expenses  of  his  ten 
weeks'  revival  in  this  city  ran  up  to 
$42,000.  The  number  of  Philadelphia 
converts  was  estimated  at  12,000;  the 
number  of  converts  in  this  city  is  be- 
lieved to  bo  »bout  8,000;  his  revival 
in  Brooklyn  orought  in  between  three 
and  four  thousand  converts;  and  his 
revival  at  Northfield  gave  him  a  few 
hundreds.  It  may  be  calculated,there- 
foie,  that  the  whole  number  of  men 
and  women,  who,  as  it  has  been  said 
have  had  the  autographs  of  Moody  and 
Sankey  written  on  their  hearts  since 
the  beginning  of  revival  operations 
last  September,  has  been  not  far  from 
25,000.  If  these  converts,  or  one-half 
or  one-quarter  of  them,  have  really 
been  rescued  from  their  evil  ways, 
and  transformed  their  lives,  there 
must  be  some  interesting  manifesta- 
tions of  the  power  of  practical  religion 
in  the  community. 


RADICAL  TEMPERANCE. 
Mr.  White,  of  Kentucky,  has  intro- 
duced in  the  house  a  temperance  bill 
which  is  at  least  novel  if  not  practica- 
ble. It  provides  that  after  the  4th 
day  of  July  next  there  shall  cease  to 
bo  manufactured  or  exposed  for  sale 
any  intoxicating  liquors  whatever,  nor 
shall  any  intoxicating  liquors  be  im- 
ported into  the  United  States  after  the 
passage  of  the  act.  The  bill  provides, 
however,  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  may  contract  with  the  low- 
est bidder  to  furnish  distilled  spirits 
for  scientific,  mechanical  and  medical 
puriKJses,  under  such  regulations  as  he 
may  establislt.  In  the  preparation  of 
his  bill  Mr.  White  inadvertently  omit- 
ted to  prescribe  penalties  for  the  in- 
frlngment  of  the  law.  It  is  perhaps 
imnecessary  to  state  that  Mr.  White  is 
the  youngest  member  of  the  house, 
and  that  he  is  serving  his  first  term. 

*»• 

THE  NAVAL  BILL. 
6  llie  naval  appropriation  bill  has 
been  increased  8270,000,  making  the 
total  sum  of  about  SI2  800,000,  more 
than  five  millions  less  than  last  year. 
The  bill  provides  for  stopping  enlist- 
ments until  the  number  of  seamen  is 
reduced  from  8,500  7,500  in  naval,  and 
in  the  marine  corps  to  1,500  men  and 
70  oflicers.  Practically  it  closes  work 
at  Kittery,  New  London,  Charleston, 
Washington  and  Pensacola  yards,  and 
calls  u))on  the  secretary  of  the  navy  to 
submit  some  plan  for  disposing  of  these 
yards. 

THE  ROYAL  TITLE. 

In  the  house  of  commons.  Sir  Henry 
James,  liberal,  has  given  notice  that  he 
would  move  a  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  the  royal  titles  proclamation  does 
not  fulfill  the  pledges  given  by  the 
government  during  the  debate  on  the 
bill,  and  the  vote  was  taken  under  a 
misconception.  Disraeli  accepted  the 
motion  as  for  a  vote  of  censure  and 
not  of  a  want  of  confidence,  and  fixed 


the   discussion    for     Thursday  next.  ; 
This  action  of  Disraeli's  was  respond- 
ed to  by  cheers  and  counter  cheers.

BEECHER  AS  AN  EXHORTER.  | 

It  was  generally  understood  that  the 
lecture  of  to-night,  which  was  to  raise 
funds  for  the  State  homo  for  disabled 
soldiers,  proposed  by  the  Grand  Army  ^ 
of  the    Republic,  was    to  be  a  final  | 
test  of  Beecher's  continued  popularity.  • 
After  sundry  ventures,  more  or  less  j 
successful,  in  the  country,  organized  j 
efforts  it  was  said,  were  made  to  pack  | 
the  house,  and  if  so  they  were  well  di- ' 
rected.    But  it  would  be  ungenerous 
to    criticise    motives    when    Beecher  ■ 
spoke  for  a  noble  cause  and  nobly  aid- 1 
ed  it. 

At  8  o'clock  the  House  was  cram- ! 
med.  It  was  not  so  overflowing  as  at  j 
Tilton's  lecture,  but  took  the  sliine 
completely  out  of  Tilton  in  the  fasliion 
and  wealth  of  the  audience,  beside 
which  charges  for  admLssion  were 
much  higher.  All  Plymouth  church  was 
there,  radiant  with  smiles  and  enthu- 
siasm. Judge  Nelson,  who  tried  the 
scandal  trial,  never  took  his  eyes  off 
the  great  orator  he  so  much  admires. 
Scandal-trial  ushers  and  others,  whose 
faces  were  familiar  last  year,  were 
prominent  there,  and  a  huge  vase  of 
flowers  before  the  stand  transformed 
the  Academy  into  Plymouth  lecture- 
room. 

About  10  o'clock  the  gas  was  turned 
on,  amid  a  terrific  outburst  of  ap- 
plause, Beecher  advanced  smilingly, 
preceeded  by  James  Turner,  depart- 
ment commander  of  the  G.  A.  K.,  a 
veteran  with  two  wooden  legs. 
Beecher  was  perfectly  unmoved  by 
the  storm  of  clapping  and  cheering. 
He  looked  pleased,  dropped  into  a 
chair,  lifted  one  fat  leg  over  the  other, 
and  calmly  sur^-eyed  the  house. 
Cheer  succeeded  cheer,  after  every  lull. 
Usher  Murray,  handkerchief  in  hand, 
.stood  behind  Mr.  Beecher  and  waved 
them  on  to  renewed  cheering.  When 
all  this  was  over,  Mr.  Turner  spoke  of 
426,000  soldiers  and  sailors  contribu- 
ted to  the  war  by  New  York  state  ;  of 
thousands  of  disabled  "boys"  in  the 
poor-houses  ;  the  failure  of  applications 
to  the  legislature,  and  how  the  Grand 
Army  resolved  on  an  appeal  to  the 
people,  and  secured  a  Hercules  to  put 
his  shoulder  to  the  wheel — the  Chris- 
tian knight  of  modern  times,  the  mas- 
ter mind  of  the  country. 

Then  Beecher  advanced,  and  cheers 
were  redoubled.  He  dropped  a  huge 
handkerchief  and  roll  of  manuscript 
on  the  desk,  and  tugged  at  his  nose,  as 
he  always  does  when  commencing  a 
mental  effort,  and  with  that  twinkle 
of  the  eye  which  is  so  taking  with  an 
audience  commenced  ;  "It  has  been 
the  brightest  privilege  of  my  life  that 
I  have  always  been  permitted  to  plead 
for  those  that  could  not  plead  for 
themselves.  From  the  first  day  I  en- 
tered public  life  my  sympathies  drew 
me  toward  the  poor  and  the  oppressed, 
and  I  think  I  may  say  that  whetever 
gifts  God  has  committed  to  my  care 
have  given  me  no  pleasure  comi)arabIe 
to  that  which  I  have  had  in  succoring 
the  needy  and  friendless.  [Tremen- 
dous applause.]  After  this  exordium 
he  went  on  to  speak  of  the  loss  and 
the  gain  by  the  late  war,  the  meetings 
they  had  in  the  same  i)laco  during  tlu^ 
war,  with  some  reference  to  his  advoj 
cacy  of  the  union  cause  in  Knglaiid 
The  evils  were  the  physical  results  of 
every  kind  .of  .social  disorganization  in 
the  south  (--and  there  is  no  south  or 
north  for  me,"  said  he,  "but  one  coun- 
try ;")  the  evils  of  inflated  currency 
and  fictitious  values,  and  then  the 
benefits  by  the  abolition  of  slavery, 
which  was  a  victory  for  the  moral 
sense  of  the  country  and  respect  for 
each  other  gained  by  the  north  and 
south. 

At  this  point  lie  made  what  seemed 
an  indirect  personal  allusion,  and  was 
uproariously  applauded.  It  is  safe  to 
be  right ;  it  does  not  hurt  any  one  to 
be  unpopular.  To  be  popular,  may  be 
hurtful,  but  he  who  stands  b^'  truth 
and  right  in  their  higher  forms  will 
live  when  his  deriders  are  forgotten. 
Then  ho  paid  tribute  to  the  valor  of 
both  armies,  and  said  he  would  strew 
flowers  on  the  graves  of  Southerners 
if  it  woidd  not  be  misunderstood,  and 
finally  praised  the  services  of  siir- 
geons,  chaplains  and  nurses  ;  of  invis- 
ible martyrs,  mothers,  wives,  and  sis- 
ters, who  gave  their  loved  ones,  and  of 
otir  emigrant  population.  The  lecture 
W.1S  in  his  best  style. 

After  an  impassioned  appeal  from 
Mr.  Tanner  for  subscriptions,  they  be- 
gan to  flow  in  rapidly  in  sums  of  SIO 
to  S500;  Judge  Neilson  gave  SlOO, 
Harriet  B.  Stowe  S50,  Rev.  Fred  Bell 
SlOO,  five  old  settlers  SlOO  each.

In  half  an  hour  the  subscriptions 
amoimted,  together  with  SI, 500  re- 
ceipts from  tickets  to  sl2,160.  "I 
ne/er  earned  so  much  money  in 'so 
short  a  time,"  said  Beecher  as  he 
picked  up  his  hat  and  made  his  way 

through  the  admiring  crowd.

A  MICA  MINE. 
The  people  of  Sycamore  111.,  are 
having  quite  a  sensation  over  a  new 
discovery.  Several  weeks  ago  a  party 
left  that  town  for  Wyoming,  Colorado, 
and  the  Western  Plains,  in  search  of 
mica  supposed  to  be  in  the  Platte  Val- 
ley. They  encountered  many  hard- 
ships and  overcame  discourging  ob- 
stacles. After  leaving  railway  facili- 
ties they  tramped  for  eleven  days  be- 
fore finding  the  goal  of  their  ambition. 
At  last  their  search  proved  successful, 
and  they  are  reaward  by  finding  rich 
and  valuable  deposits  of  mica,  far  sur- 
p;issing  in  value  their  highest  smtici- 
pations.

Our  jolly  friend,  Fred  Almich.  whose 
farm  is  about  four  miles  below  Le 
Suer,  in  Tyrone  township,  had  a  barn 
raising  on  Tuesday  and  a  dance  in  the 
evening.  The  barn  i<  a  monster — 75x30 
feet — and  throughout  is  almost  a  solid 
mass  of  timber.  When  completed  it 
will  be  one  of  the  largest  barns,  if  not 
the  largest,  in  the  county,  and  will 
affmd  abundant  room  for  cattle,  horse 
and  slicep  stabling,  as  well  as  for  the 
storage  of  all  the  hay  needed  on  the 
farm.  And  all  the  work  of  hewing 
and  framing  timbers  and  raising  the 
barn  was  done  by  Fred'.s 
neighbors  .and  friends. 

A  barn  raising,  with  many  of  tlie 
Germans,  is  more  of  a  ceremonious  af- 
fair than  witli  Americans.  Hence,  as 
the  last  timbers  were  being  placed  in 
position, the  numerous  women  and  girls 
present  formed  in  i)rocession  at  the 
house,  and,  led  by  Mr.  Delzer  with  a 
flute  and  an  assistant  with  a  base  vio- 
lin, preceded  by  Miss  Bertha  Zinko 
with  a  beautifully  arranged  wreath  of 
ribbons  and  silk  handkerchief  pendant, 
marched  out  to  the  barn,  when  the 
master  builder,  August  Shatz,  standing 
on  the  top  timbers,  w.as  lianded  the 
wreath.  Tlien  with  wreath  in  hand, 
he  addressed  the  spectators,  closing 
with  drinking  to  the  health  of  the 
host  and  hostess.  This  concluded,  the 
wreath  was  fastened  on  a  rafter  in  the 
center  of  the  roof,  to  remain  until  the 
roofing  shall  be  commenced,  when 
each  of  those  assisting  at  the  raising 
will  be  entitled  to  one  of  the  ribbons. 
The  ceremony,  to  us,  was  novel  and  in* 
teresting,  Mr,  Almich,  Avho  is  one  of 
the  earliest  settlers  in  Tyrone,  has  one 
of  the  largest  improved  farms  in  the 
neighborhood,  and  Is  surrounded  by  a 
well-to-do  class  of  German  farmers 
who,  by  their  industry,  are  rapidly  .ic 
cumulating  wealth  from  one  of  the 
richest  soils  in  the  county.

He   afterwards  spent 
considerable  time  in  Germsiny.    Just 
before  ho   .sailed   for   Philadelphia   in 
1774  (to  observe  the    movements  of 
the  Centennial  Congress),  to  join  his 
regiment  in  Canada,  he  made  a  fare- 
well visit  to  Miss  Seward,    who  pro- 
posed to  introduce  him  to  two  of  her 
literary     friends,     Cunningham,    the 
curate,  and  Newton,  her  "minstrel"  as 
she  called  him.

Early  Life  of  Najor  Andre. 
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Andre  was  a  son  of  a  Swiss  merchant 
In  London,  where  he  was  probably 
born,  and  was  about  twenty-four  years 
old  when  he  was  made  prisoner.  At 
an  early  age  he  had  mastered  several  of 
the  modern  languages  of  Europe,  and 
had  become  an  expert  musician,  a 
promising  painter  and  draughtman, 
and  a  graceful  dancer.  His  reading 
was  extensive,  and  his  general  knowl- 
edge of  belles  lettres  literature  was  re- 
markable for  one  so  young.  From  his 
pen  flowed  graceful  rhymes,  and  from 
his  lips  a  sweet  voice,  affluent  of  words 
that  bewitched  all  who  came  in  con- 
tact with  his  handsome  face,  as  deli- 
icate  and  tender  in  expression  as  that 
of  a  W()m;in. 

Young   Andre   entered   his  father  s 
counting  room  as  a  clerk  when  he  w;*s 
nearlv  seventeen  years  old,    but    the 
death  of  that  parent  soon  changed  the 
current  of  the  young  man's  life.  With 
his  mother,   a"  younger  brother,   and 
three  sisters  he  spent  the  ensuing  sum- 
mer in  the  interior  .of  England,  and  at 
Litchfield  he  made  or  renewed   an   ac- 
quaintance with  the  family  of  Thomas 
.Seward,  canon  of  the  cathedral  there, 
and  living  in  the  lU.shop's  palace.     His 
house  was  the  center  uf  a  literary   cir- 
cle in  that  neighborliood,  composed  of 
such  voung  men    as  Thomas    Darwin. 
auth(n-    of     "The    Botanic    (larden;" 
William     Harlev.    who    wrote    about 
"T1;h  Tears  of  Penelope"    Sir   Brooke 
Boothbv,    author    of     "Triumphs    of 
Temper;'  Piehard  Lovell   Edgeworth, 
the   father    of    Maria  Edgeworth  the 
novelist,    and    Thomas     Day,    Avhose 
delightful  storv  of  "Sandford  and  Mer- 
lon" charmed  young  England  almo.st  a 
hundred  vears  ago  as    much    as    did 
"Ro  inson  Crusoe"— "a  book,"  Avrote 
Leigh  Hunt,  which  T  shall  always  re- 
member and  always  bj  grateful  for.' 
These  were  then  only  young  aspirants 
for  literarv  fame,  an  almost  nebulous 
galaxy,  of  which  Anna,   a  daughter  of 
Canon  Seward,  was  the  "bright  partic- 
ular star."    She  was  the  planet  aroimd 
which  the  others  revolved  as  satellites 
paving  homage   to    her    genius,    and 
praising  her  poetry,  --most  of  which," 
Walter  Scott,   her  biographer,    said, 
"is  ab.solutelv  execrable."     The  grace 
and  beauty  of  her  person  and  her  rare 
conversational  powers  made  her   very 
attractive.  . 

It  was  in  this  circle,  and  especially 
in  the  company  of  Anna  Seward,  that 
yoimg  Andre  s"pent  a  delightful   sum- 
mer.   Canon  Seward  had  in  his  family, 
as  his  ward,  a  voung  lady  named   Ilo- 
nora Sneyd.  a  daughter  of  a  dear,  de- 
parted friend.    Her  blue  eyes,  golden 
hair,  graceful   person,  a  slight  hectic 
flush  on  her  cheek  that  heightened  the 
brilliancy  of  her  charming  features ; 
her  sweetness  of  temper,  and  her  vi- 
vacity of  manner  won  the  heart  of 
yoimg  Andre.    The  maiden  was  equal- 
ly impressed  by  Andre's  mind  and  per- 
son.   U  was  a  clear  case  of  "love  at 
first  sight,"  and  not  many   days  had 
passed   bv  when  they   were  solemnly 
afi'ianced.'    Andre's  love  for  Ilonora  in- 
spired his  first  effort  to  delineate  the 
human  face.    lie  painted  two  minia- 
ture likenesses  of  her,  one  of  which  he 
gave  to  Miss  Seward,  and  the  other  he 
kept  for  his  own  consolation  during 
.absence  from  her.    This  he  carried  in 
his  bosom  \mtil  the  latest  hour  of  his 

life. 

Miss  Seward  w.is  delighted,  and  tried 
to  speedily  light  the  torch  of  Hymen, 
but  wiser  "counselors  interposed.  The 
extreme  youth  of  the  lovers  made 
their  nuptials  then  undesirable.  They 
might  "marry  in  haste  and  repent  at 
leisure,"  and  so  time  was  given  them 
by  the  parent  and  guardian  for  repent- 
ance before  marriage  by  a  long  sepa- 
ration. 

It  has  been  observed  that  in  all  love 
affairs  there  are  two  parties,   the  one 
that  loves  and  the  one  that  is  loved. 
Miss  Sneyd  seems  to  have  been  in  the 
latter  category.     She  soon  repented, 
and  in  177;!,  four  years  after   her   en- 
gagement to  Andre,  she  became  the 
second  wife  of  yoiuig  Richard   Lovell 
Edgeworth.  but  not  the  mother  of  Ma- 
ria.       Andre's     love     remained    un- 
quenched.     His  letters  to  Anna  Seward 
were    tilled    with    affectionate    senti- 
ments toward  the  object  of  his  love. 
He  dislikes  the  busines  of  as  merchant 
but  for  her  sake  he  resolves  to  pursue 
it.     "All  my  mercantile  calculations," 
he  wrote,  "go  the  tune  of  dear  Ilono- 
ra.    When  an  impertinent  conscious- 1 
ness  whispers  in  my  ear  that  I  am  not  | 
of  the  right  stuff  for  a  merchant,   I 
draw  my   Honora's  picture  from  my 
bosom,  and  the  sight  of  that  dear  talis- 
man so  inspirits  my   industry,  that  no 
toil  appears  oppressive."

FAR-^I  AND  HOUSEHOLD. 

Practical    Snpfrestion!). 
Sage  is  grown  for  market  by  sowing 
the  seed  early  in  the  .spring,  in  rich 
mellow  soil,  kept  carefully  free  from 
weeds,  until  the  plants  are  ready  to  be 
set  out  in  the  beds.    This  is  done  in 
June  and  July.    The  soil  should  be  en- 
riched with  well-rotten  manure,   and 
should  bo  made  very  fine    by  harrow- 
ing and  raking,  as  the  plants  are  at  first 
small     and  delicate.    The    rows  are 
fourteen  inches  apart,  and  the  plants 
are  set  eight  inches  apart  in  the  rows. 
The  plants  are  kept  free  from  weeds 
bv  working  with  a  small  steel  garden 
rake,  which  is  better  than  a  hoe.    In 
September  each  alternate  row  is  cut 
out  and  bunched  for  market,  leaving 
the  others  to  grow.    In  a  short  time 
the  plants,  now  two  feet  apart,  will 
meet,  when,  if  the  soil  is  very  rich, 
the  alternate  rows  may    be  cut  and 
those  left  will  be  ready  to  cut  after 
the  second    cutting    is    sold.    In  this 
way  heavy   crops  are  raised  on  rich 
soil.    About  thirty -six  ounces  of  seed 
will  produce  plants  enough  for  an  acre. 
The  seed  is  sold  for  S2  a  pound.    The 
crop  may  be  cut  when  in  bloom  and  sold 
and  the  plant  thus  raised  as  an  annual, 
changing  the  ground  each  year  ;  or  the 
plants,  which  are  perennial,  may  be 
left  to  sprout  again.     The    average 
price  is  SIO  to  S15  per  1,000  bunches 
which  yield  about  S500  an  acre.    The 
usual  cost  of  the  crop  is  S150  per  acre. 


urged  upon  the  dairy  farmers  of  this 
State  at  this  time.  The  difficulty  of 
getting  good  stock  by  selecting  from 
droves  brought  from  a  distance  is  so 
great  that  the  raising  of  stock  on  the 
farm  where  it  is  to  be  use'l  is  now  al- 
most imperative,  if  a  good  and  profit- 
able herd  is  desired.  Calves  should  be 
selected  irom  deep-milking  animals, 
and  if  these  have  been  crossed  with 
thoroughbred  bulls  of  good  milking 
families  tlie  chances  aro  almost  cer- 
tain that  the  calf  Avill  make  a  good 
cow. 

Household  lllut*. 

For  Dried  Beef— Take  a  pint  of  milk; 
a  small  piece  of  butter,  and  a  little 
pepper,  in  a  spider ;  when  boiling,  stir 
in  the  volk  of  an  egg,  and  one  table 
spoon  of  t'.ower  to  thicken  ;  have  your 
dried  beef  finely  shaved,  and  pour  into 
the  boiling  mixture.  Pour  this  iji  a 
round  dish,  and  serve  hot.  This 
preparation  of  dried  ))eef  is  very  i>aliit- 
able  for  hmch  or  tea. 

To  remove  red  mites  from  canaries, 
hang  a  piece  of  new  white  Hannel  i:i 
the  cage  at  night  next  the  perch  so  that 
it  Jhades  the  bird  from  the  light.  In 
the  morning  you  will  find  the  mites  on 
the  flannel ;  wa.sh  or  put  a  new  piece 
the  following  night,  and  continue 
doing  so  until  they  are  all  removed. 
It  is  also  well  to  scald  the  cage.  The 
perches  should  be  of  red  cedar  wood. 

To  make  an  excellent  soft  soap  take 
one  and    a   quater    pounds    of    clean, 
melted  grease  to  each  gallon  of  lye 
strong  enough   to  bear  an  egg.    Mix 
them  together  in  a  barrel  in  the  eel 
lar  and  stir  it  for  a  few  minutes  every 
dav    until    the    soap  is  made.    If  one 
prefers  to  use  condensed  lye  (or  potash) 
take  twelve  pounds  of  stone  potash 
and  the  same  quantity  of  clean  grease. 
Put  the  potash  in  a  piece  of  old  carpet 
and  break  with  a  hatchet  into  pieces 
the  size  of  an  egg;  put   it  in  a  l.irge 
kettle,  with  a  gallon  or  more  of  water. 
When  dissolved  add  the  grease,  and 
and  when  thoroughly  melted  pour  into 
the  soap  barrel,  fill  it  with  hot  water, 
and  stir  well,  and  stir  oec:isionally  for 
a  dav  or  two  thereafter.

A   Trazic   Duel  in  France. 


The   Moth. 
This  little  insect  so  destructive    in 
our  households,  is  known  to  natural- 
ists by  the  name  of  linea,  and  belongs 
to  the  family  of  the    lepidoptera,    or 
scaly-winged  insects,  of  which  it  is  the 
smallest,  the  most  beautiful,  and  the 
most  destructive.    It  is  second  cousin 
to  the  canker  worm,  the  apple  worm, 
and  the  turpentine  moth,  but   among 
its  aristocratic  and  honorable  relations 
is  the  silk  worm.    The  immediate  fam- 
ily relations  of  the  common  moth,  are 
tlie  bee  moth,  the  pack  moth,  the  haiV 
moth,  the  grain  moth  and  the  carpet 
moth.     As  soon  as  the  egg  laid  by  the 
mother  moth  is  hatched,   straightway 
the  tiny  worm  proceeding  from  it  be- 
gins to  feed  upon  the  fabric  to  which 
it  is  fastened,  and  spins  itself  a  cocoon, 
in  which  it  moves  freely  and    unseen, 
and  from  which  it  emerges  in  due  time 
a  butterflv.     In  May  or    June    these 
winged    insects    deposit    their    eggs*. 
Before  this  time  everything  thatthey 
can  harm    should    be    placed    beyond 
their  reach.    Before  putting  away  fur 
and  woolen  goods  they  should  be  well 
beaten  to  dislodge  any  eggs  that  may 
have  been  deposited  on  them,  and  ex- 
posed to  the  sun  and    air    for    hours. 
It  is  said  that  brushing  over  their  re- 
treats with  turpentine    will    dislodge 
them,  that  champhor,  black    pepper 


tobacco,  shavings  of    Russia  leather, 
will  disgust  them,  that  camphor  wood 
and  cedar  trunks  are  free  from  their 
visitations,  and    that    corosive    subli- 
mate washings,   sulphur  fumigations, 
and  the  action  of  heat  and  steam  will 
destrov  them.    Prevention  is  the  best 
cure.    If  furs  and  woolens  are  careful- 
ly sealed  np  in  paper    cases,    or    put 
away  in  chests  and  trunks  where  the 
moth-flv   cannot  penetrate,   they    are 
safe.      Fabrics    already    attacked    by 
them  should  be  beaten  and  sunned  re- 
peatedly,and  the  ravages  will  be  check- 
ed.    This  little  insect  loves  darkness, 
and  hides  its  evil  doings  from  the  light 
of  day.    To  keep  it  from  plush  furni- 
ture,'twice  a  vear  on  a  bright,   sunny 
day,  take  the  furniture  out  of    doors, 
remove  the  bottoms  from  the  chairs  if 
they  can  bo  removed,  and    give    the 
cushions  a  good  switching  with  long 
pliable  switches,  till  the  dust  is    re- 
moved.   Then  brush  them  thoroughly. 
While  the  cushions  are  being  dusted 
give  the  frames  a  coat  of  varnish.    Let 
the  furniture  remain  in  the  snn  nearlv 
all  day.

The 
duke  was  wounded  twice — in  the  fore- 
arm and  in  the  right  side— before  the 
count  had  received  a  .scratch;  b«it  the 
J  duke,   notwithstanding    the  suffering 
and  loss  of  blood  from  his  wounds,  in- 
sisted on  continuing  the    fight.      The 
dviel  went  on;  the  duke  m.aking  a  su- 
perhuman   effort,    drove    his     sword 
through  his  adversary,  who  fell  life- 
less.   Then,  pallid  as  death,  bathed  in 
his  own  blood,  and  with  difliculty  sus 
taining  himself,  the  duke  drew  a  white 
handkerchief  from    his   pocket,    and 


R.ilsins  CalTcs  for  the  Dairy 
Moore's  Rural  says  :    There  are  var- 
ious opinions  in  reference  to  the  best 
and  cheapest  manner  of  raising  calves. 
We  believe  the  best  results  are  ob- 
tained by  giving  the  calf    generous 
treatment  from  first  to  last.    A  poor, 
stunted,  and  half  starved  calf  will  nev- 
er be  able  to  reach  that  standard  of  ex- 
cellence that  it  would  had  a  more  liber- 
al allowance  of  food  been  made  during 
its  earliest  davs.    If  a  calf  gets  a  fair 
start  on  milk,  its  food  may  be  changed 
to  whev  by  adding  a  porridge  of  oat- 
meal, "oilcake,    buckwheat    flour,    or 
something  of  this  kind  to  supply  the 
necessary  constituents  hacking  in  the 
whey.    ^Ve  have  sometimes  seen  good 
calves  raised  on  a  small  quantity  of 
milk  by  adding  the  liquor  from  steeped 
hay.    Where  conveniences  are  had  for 
steeping  hay  and  only  a  small  quantity 
of  milk  can  be  had,  this  plan  may  be  re- 
sorted to ;  but  if  good  sweet  whey  can 
be  obtained,  the  porridge  or  oatmeal  or 
oilcake  will  require  less  labor  in  its 
preparation  and  is  easier  to  bo  regula- 
ted as  to  the  quantity  required. 
1     In  butter  dairies  good  calves  can  be 
raised  on  the  skimmed  milk.    Almost 
every  farmer  has  some  peculiar  notion 
of  his  own  in  regard  to  the  manner  of 
raising  calves ;  but  the  great  and  gen- 
eral fault  in  management  is  a  scanty 
allowance  of  nutritious   food    in  the 
earlv  stages  of  growth.    It  is  impor- 
tant that  the  young  animal  be  kept  in 
a  <»rowing,  vigorous  condition,  so  that 
when  cold  weather  approaches  in  the 
fall  and  early  winter  it  will  be  able  to 
meet  the  exigencies  of  change  in  cli- 


Who  T  as  the  first  suicide?    What 
urged  him,  or  her,  to  the  rash  act,  and 
by  what   means  was    it  consumated? 
The  question  will  never  be  answered, 
but  of  the  certainty  that  self-destruc- 
tion   was    practiced    at    the    earliest 
period    of    history    there    can   be  no 
doubt.    The  annals  of  antiquity   are 
full  of  cases ;  The  Bible  itself  records 
more    than  one.      Samson,  wh.o   per- 
ished amidst  the  ruins  which  crushed 
out  the  lives  of  his  persecutors,  is  the 
first  self-murder  of  Holy    Writ.    Saul 
fell  upon  his  sword  in  his  last  and  lost 
battle,  and  the  horrid  details  of  Razis" 
suicide  live  with  every  reader  of  the 
Scriptures.    Among  the  Greeks  suicide 
was  common,  though  usually  resorted 
to  for  worthier  purposes  than  lead  to 
it  to-dav.      Lycurgus,  the    framer  of 
the  famous  Spartan  laws,  in  order  se- 
cure their  ob.servance,  made  his  peo- 
ple  promise  to  keep  them    inviolate 
"till  his  return."  and  then  withdrew 
to  Delphi,   where,   after  consultation 
with  the  oracle,  he  starved  Inmsolf  to 
death,   thus   enforcing  the  perpetual 
ob.servance  of  the    national  promise. 
Suicide  was  so    common    in    ancient 
Rome  as    to    be    called   "the    Roman 
death.'"    Pliny  and  Cicero  were  advo- 
cates of  self-murder.      Brutus;  after 
the  battle  Philippi,  called  on  his  favor- 
ite slave  to  kill  him,  and  the  faithful 
servitor,  to  avoid  the  act,  slew  him- 
self, leaving  his  master  to  plunge  his 
own  sword  into    his  vitals.    Cassius 
was.beheatled  at  his  own  desire  by  his 
special    freedman  ;  and  Lucan  whose 
poetrv  lives  to-day,  opened  the  veins 
in  his  arms  and  bled  to  death.     Lucius 
Vetus,  his  mother-in-law,   Lextia,   and 
his  daughter  shared  a  common  self-im- 
posed death,  in  the  same  room  and  at 
the  same  time.    Empedocles,  of  Sicily, 
a    famous    poet    of    the    Augustinian 
epoch,      threw      himself     into      the 
crater      of      Mt.     iEtna.      But     by 
far     the    most     famous     suicides  of 
of  ancient  times  were  those  of  Antony 
and  Cleopatra.      After  his  fatal  con- 
flicts with  Ca>sar.  the  unfortunate  lov- 
er of  the  Egvptian  Queen  called  on  his 
att-^ndant,  Eros,  to  dispatch  him.    The 
loving  slave  refused,  and  at  last,  un- 
able to  withstand  the  entreaties  of  his 
master,    stabbed    himself.     The  des- 
pairing Roman,  thus  left  to  himself, 
sized  the  blade,  still  reeking  with  his 
servant's  life,  and  plunged  it  into  his 
bowels.    He  was  found  in  this  condi- 
tion bv  Diomcdes,  the  chief  eunuch  of 
the  queen,  and  conveyed  to  her  pres- 
ence, where  he  died,  with  his  paling 
face  pillowed  on  her  dusky  bosom,  and 
his  ebbing  life  defiling  her  purple  robe. 
A  few  davs  later,  and  when  her  appli- 
cation to"Ca>sar  had  proved  unavailing, 
Cleopatra  sat  down  to  what  was  to  lie 
the  last  of  her  many  royal  feasts.    The 
table  was  still  aglow  with  the  regal 
banquet  when  the  queen  lay  stiff  and 
dead,  with  the  fatal  serpent  still  coiled 
upon  her  cold  breast.  A  fit  companion- 
picture  to  this    royal  "felo  de  se,"  is 
that  of  Sardanapalus  roasting  amid  his 
imperial  jewels  and  among  his  concu- 
bines on  a  funeral  pyre  of  sandal  wood 
and  precious  gems.

Xowly  Discovered  Apothegms  from  Voltaire. 
Paris  Correspondence  of  the  New  York  Tribune. 

A  piece  of  good  fortune  has  placed 
in  my  hands  the  last  manuscript  of 
Voltaire— thoughts  written  from  day 
to  day,  and  often  during  the  small 
hoursof  the  night— the  last  malice  of 
that  unrepenting  demon,  the  last 
truths  fallen  from  that  great  soul.  T 
have  looked  through  all  the  pages  of 
Voltaire  without  finding  these  thoughts 
except  a  few  in  his  philosophical  dic- 
tionary. I  give  them  in  the  admira- 
ble disorder  in  which  I  found  them,  as 
the  engraver  who  translates  the 
sketches  of  a  master  repeats  the  faults 
of  the  original  design.

Views  of  the  Buildiags  at  Philadel- 
phia, and  Description  of  the 
Great  Exposition. 


The  great  exhibition  \v;i3  opened  to 
the  public  on  Wednesday,  Miiy  10th, 
with  imposinij  ceremonies.  The  space 
about  the  speakers'  platform  was  tilled 
to  a  distance  that  to  see  and  hear  was 
utterly  impossible  by  a  large  portion 
of  the  immense  concourse  in  attendance 
There  wa*;  singing  by  a  chorus  of  a 
thousand  voices,  prayer  by  Bishop 
Simpson,  and  an  address  by  President 
Grant.  The  exhibition  was  then  de- 
clared open,  and  bells  were  rung,  can- 
nons tired,  and  the  groat  flag  raised  on 
the  main  building. 

The  Centennial  grounds  are  situated 
on  the  westei-n  bank  of  the  Schuylkill 
river,  and  within  Fairmount  Parl^.  the 
largest  public  park  in   proximity  to  a 


FAiropean  countries— which  is  about 
•^50  more  than  entered  the  ^  len- 
n,i  machinery  exhibition.  Lxtra 
provision  has  been  nuide  for  annexes 
to  accommodate  the  hydraulic  ma- 
chinery,  the  ^team  hammers,  forges, 
hoisting  engines,  boilers,  plumbers, 
carpenters,  etc. 

Power  in  tl\e  machinery  hall  will  be 
chietlv. supplied  by  a  pair  of  monster 
Coriis^ engines.  Kach  cylinder  is  for- 
ty inches  in  diameter,  with  a  stroke 
of  ten  feet ;  the  lly-wheel  is  thirty-one 
feet  in  diameter,  and  weighs  Hfty- 
five  tons;  the  horse-power  is  1,400  ; 
and  the  number  of  boilers  is 
twenty.  This  en- 
gine drives  about  a 
mile  of  shafting. 

Foi  the  art  exhi- 
bition, the  most 
eminent  American 
artists  have  sent 
specimens,  and  it 
may  be  confidently 
stated  that,  espec- 
ially in  the  depart- 
ment of  landscape 
painting,  the  Unit- 
ed States  i)resents 
a  liner  display  than 
the  public  has  been 
l)eeii  ledtoexjiect. 
Quite  aside  from 
the  contributions 
of  American  ar- 
tists, applications 
from  abroad  call 
for  more  than  four 

times  the  exhibiting  space  afforded  by 
the  great  memorial  hall.  Provision  for 
the  surplus  has  been  made  in  tempo- 
rary fire-proof  buildings,  though  all 
exhibiting  nations  will  be  represent<'d 
in  the  central  art  gallery.

The  hall  of  Independence,  on  Chest- 
nut street,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth, 
was  commenced  in  1729,  and  copleted 
in  1734,  having  been  designed  for  the 
use  of  the  Provincial  Assemblies ;  and 
the  long  hall  formerly  in  the  ui>per 
story  was  often  used  for  grand  oflicial

The   east 
entrance  will   form   the   principal  ap- 
proach for  carriages,  visitors  alighting 
at  the   doors  of    the    building  under 
cover  of  the  arcade.    The  .south   en- 
trance will  be  the   principal   approach 
from  railway  cars.     The  west  entrance 
opens  upon  tiie  main  prssage-way  to 
two  principal  buililings.  the  machinery 
and  agricultural  halls,  and   the  north 
entrance  to  memorial  hall  (art  gallery). 
Towers  75  feet  in  height  rise  at  each 
corn*-r  of  the  building.     In  order  to  ob- 
tain a  central  feature,  the  xuoi  for  184 
feet  square  at  the  center  has  been  rais- 
ed above  the  surrounding  portion,  and 
four  towers  48  feet  square,    rising  to 
120  feet  high,  are  introduced  into  the 
corners  of   this  elevated   roof.    This 
gives  vt^ntilation  as  well  as  ornament. 
The  main  building  gives  936.008  square 
feet  of  surface,  or  nearly  21  1-2  acres. 
Its  ground  plan  shows  a  central  avenue 
120  feet  in  width,   and   1.832   feet    in 
length,  which  is  the  longest  avenue  of 
that  width  ever  introduced  into  an  ex- 
hibition building.    On  either   side   of 
this  is  another  avenue  of  equal  length, 
and  li)0  feet  wide,  and  on  the  the  outer 
sides  of  the  building  smaller  aisles  of 
24  feet  in  width.     To  break  the    great 
length  of  the  roof-lines  three  transepts 
have  been    introduced,    of    the    same 
widths  and  in  the  same  relative  posi- 
tions to  each  other  as  the  longitudinal 
avenues.    The.se   cross  the    building, 
and  are  416  feet  in  length.    The  inter- 
sections of  these  various  avenuen  make 
at  the   center  of    the    building    nine 
spaces,  free  from  sujiports.  which  are 
from  100  feet  to   12i»  feet   square,   and 
which  aggregate  416  feet  square.    The 
general  elevatiion  of  the   roofs  of   all 
these  avenues  varies  from  45  feet  to  70 
feet. 


The  building  rests  upon  the  ground, 
the  land  having  been  thoroughly  grad- 
ed and  prepared.     The  foundations  con- 
sist of  piers  of    masonry,    the    super- 
structure being  composed  of  wrought 
iron  columns,   placed    24    feet    apart, 
which    support     wrought      iron   roof 
trusses.    There  are  672  of  these  col- 
umns   in    the    entire    structure,    the 
shortest  being  23  feet  and  the  longest 
125  feet  long.    Their  aggregate  weight 
is  2,200,000  pounds.    The  roof  trusses 
and    girders   weigh   5,000,000  pounds. 
The  sides  of  the  building,  to  seven  feet 
above  the  ground,   are   finished  with 
brickwork  in  panels  between  the  col- 
ums.    Above    this    there    are  glazed 
sashes.    The  roof  covering  is  of  tin, 
that  being  the  best  roofing   known  in 
this  climate  to  resist    leakage.    The 
flooring  is  of  plank,  upon  sills  resting 
upon  the  ground,  with   no  open  space 
beneath.    Turrets  surmount  the  build- 
ing at  all  the  corners  and  angles,  and 
the  national  standard,   with  appropri- 
ate emblems,  is  pl.aced  over   each   of 
the  main  entrances.    There    are  nu- 
merous side  entrances,  each  being  sur- 
mounted with  a   tr(q»hy,  showing   the 
national  colors  of  the  country  occui>y- 
ing  that  portion  of  the   building.     In 
the   vestibules    variegated   brick  and 
tile   are   introduced.     Louvre  ventila- 
tors surmount    all  the  avenues,   and 
sky-lights  the  central    aisles.     Light, 
of  Which    there     will     be    an  ample 
supply,      comes       from      the     north 
and     south     sides     almost     entirely. 
There  underlie  the  building  two  miles 
of  drainage  i>ipe,  the  water  and  drain- 
age   system   being  Incomplete.    Oflices 
for    the     foreign   commissioners    are 
along    the    sides    of    the  building,  in 
close  proximity  to  the  products  exhi- 
bited.   Olfices'  for    the    admistration 
are  at  the  ends.    The    design    of  the 
building    is    such    that  all   exhibitors 
will  have   an  equally  fair  o])portunity 
of  exhibiting  to  advantage.    There  is 
comparatively  little  choice  of  location, 
as  the  light  is   uniformly  distributed, 
and  each  of  the  spaces  devoted  to  pro- 
ducts is  located  upon  one  of  the  main 
thoroughfares.

JIachinery    Kui1din<;. 

This  structure  is  located  .about  550 
feet  west  of  the  main  exhibition  build- 
ing, and  as  its  north  front  stands  up- 
on the  same  line,  it  is  practically  a 
continu.ation  of  that  edifice,  the  two 
together  presenting  a  frontage  of  3.824 
feet  from  their  eastern  to  their  west- 
ern ends,  u]X)n  the  principal  avenue 
within  the  grounds.  This  building 
consists  of  a  main  hall,  l,4o2  feet  long 
and  360  feet  wide,  w  ith  an  annex  on 
the  southern  side  208  feet  l>y  210  feet. 
The  entire  area  covered  is  558,440 
square  feet,  or  nearly  thirteen  acres, 
and  the  floor  space  afforded  is  about 
fourteen  .acres.  The  chief  portion  of 
the  building  is  one  story  high,  the 
main  cornice  upon  the  outside  being 
forty  feet  from  the  ground,  and  the 
interior  hight  to  the  top  of  the  venti- 
lators in  the  avenues  seventy  feet  and 
in  the  aisles  forty  feet.  To  break  the 
long  lines  of  the  exterior  projections 
have  been  introduced  upon  the  four 
sides,  and  the  main  entrances  are  fin- 
ished with  facades  extending  to  seven- 
ty-eight feet  in  height.  The  eastern 
entrance  will  be  the  principal  ap- 
proach from  railways  and  from  the 
main  exhibition  building.    Along  the

t'eet  from  the  building  and  extending 
to  two  hundred  and  eight  feet  is 
flanked  on  either  side  by  aisles  sixty 
feet  wide,  and  forms  an  annex  for 
hydraulie  machines.  The  promenades 
are  :  In  the  avenue  fifteen  feet  wide, 
in  the  aisles  ten  feet,  and  in  the  tran- 
sept twenty-five  feet.  The  walks  ex- 
tending .across  the  building  are  all 
ten  feet  wide  and  lead  at  either  end 
to  exit  doors.  The  foundation  of  this 
building  are  piers  of  masonery,  the 
superstructure  consisting  of  solid  tim- 
ber columns  sui)porting  the  roof  truss- 
es, constructed  of  straight  wooden 
principal  beams  and  wrought  iron  ties 
and  struts.  The  columns  are  placed 
in  longitudinal  lines  and  in  these  rows 
stand  sixteen  feet  apart.  The  columns 
are  forty  feet  high,  and  support  re- 
spectively the  ninety-feet  roof-spans 
over  the  avenues  at  a  height  of  forty 
feet,  .and  the  sixty-feet  roof-spans 
over  the  ai.sles  at  a  hight  of 
twenty  feet.  The  outer  walls  are  built 
of    masonry  to  a  height  of  five  feet. 


being  spanned  by  ornamental  bridgi 
500  feet  long  and  CU  feet  wide,  fo 
convenience  ot  acceses.  Carriage  roads, 
a  railway,  and  foot  walks,  will  pass 
over  tlicni.  The  horticultural  build- 
ing is  designed  in  tlu-  Moresque  style 
of  architecture  of  the  twelfth  century, 
the  chief  materials  externally  being 
iron  and  glass,  sui»porte(l  by  fine  mar- 
ble and  brick  work.  The  building  is 
383  feet  long,  1&3  feet  wide,  and  72 
feet  high  to  the  top  of  the  lantern. 
The  main  floor  '\i  occupied  by  the  cen- 
tral conservatory,  23'J  feet  by  80  feet, 
and  55  feet  high,  surmounted  by  a 
lantern  170  feet  long,  20  feet  wide,  and 
14  feet  high.  Running  entirely  around 
this  conservatory,  at  a  height  of  20 
feit  from  the  floor,  is  a  gallery  five 
feet  wide.

and  above  that  are  composed  of  glazed 
sash  between  the  columns.  Portions 
of  tliese  sashes  are  movable  for  ventil- 
ation, and  Louvre  ventilators  are  in- 
troduced in  continuous  lengths  over 
both  the  avenues  and  the  aisles.  The 
building  is  entirely  lighted  by  side 
light  from  the  north  and  south.

This  machinery  building  has  very  su- 

perior   f.acilities     for     s 

hafting,    and 

I  Renaissance.  It  covers  an  acre  and  a 
.half,  and  is  365  feet  long,  210  feet 
wide,  and  fifty-nine  feet  high,  over  a 
spacious  basement  twelve  feet  high. 
A  dome,  rising  150  feet  above  the 
ground,  surmounts  the  center,  capped 
by  a  colossal  ball  from  which  rises  the 
figure  of  Columbia.  The  main  front  of 
this  building  looks  southward,  display- 
ing a  main  entrance  in  the  center  con- 
sisting of  three  enormous  arched  door- 
ways a  pavilion  on  each  end,  and  two 
arcades  connecting  the  pavillions  with 
the  center.  The  entrance  is  seventy 
feet  wide,  to  which  there  is  a  rise  of 
thirteen  steps.  Each  of  the  huge 
doorways  is  forty  feet  high  and  fifteen 
feet  wide,  opening  into  a  hall.  Be- 
tween the  arches  of  the  doorways  are 
clusters  of  columns,  ttrminating  in 
emblematic  designs  illustrative  of  sci- 
ence and  art.  The  doors  .are  of  iron, 
relieved  by  bronze  panels,  iii.splaying 
the  coats  of  arms  of  all  the  States  and 
Territories.  The  United  States  coat  of 
arms  is  in  tlie  center  of  the  main 
frieze.  The  dome  is  of  glass  and  Iron, 
of  unique  design.  While  Columbia 
rises  at  the  top.  a  colossal  figure  stands 
at  each  corner  of  the  base  of  the  dome 
typifying  the  four  quarters  of  the 
globe. 

In  e.ach  pavilion  there  is  a  large  win- 
dow, twelve  and  one-h.alf  feet  by  thir- 
ty-four feet.      There    are    altogether 
eight  of  these  windows,  which  will  be 
used  for  the  display  of  stained  glass, 
glass  i)aintings,    etc.      Two    of   them 
have  already  been  applied  for  from 
Munich,  and  apjdication   for  space   in 
them  has  also  l)een    made    from    En- 
gland.   The  arcades  designed  to  screen 
the  long  walls  of    the    galleries    each 
ccmsist    of    five    groined  arches,   and 
form    i)romen<ades    looking    outward 
over    tlie  grounds  and    inward    ovei 
open  gardens  extending  back  to  th< 
main  wall  of  the  building.     These  gar- 
den plots  are  each  ninety  feet  by  thir- 
ty-six feet,  orn.amented  in  the  centre 
with  fountains,  and  intended  to  dis- 
play statuary.    The  arcades  are  highh 
ornamented,   .and  the    b.alustrades  ol 
them  and  of   the  approaching  stair- 
ways are  also  designed  for  statuary. 
The  walls  of  the  east  and  west  sides  of 
the  structure  display  the  i)avilions  and 
the  walls  of  the  picture  galleries,  and 
are  relieved  by  niches  designed  for 
statues.      The  frieze    is  ricldy  orn.a- 
mented, and  above  it  the  central  dome 
shows  to  great  .advantage.      The  rear 
or  north  front  of  the  building  is  of  the 
same  general  character  as  the   main 
front,  but,  in  place  of  the  arcade,  has 
a  series  of  arched  windows,  twelve  in 
number,  with  the  entrance  in  the  cen- 
ter.     Between  the  pavilions  is    the 
grand  balcony,  a  promenade  two  hun- 
dred  and  seventy-five  feet  long  and 
forty-five    feet  w'ide,   elevated    forty 
feet  above  the  ground,  and  overlook- 
ing to    the  northward  the   beautiful 
grounds  of  the  park.     On    each  front 
of  the  buildings  the  entrances  open  in- 
to   halls  eighty-two  feet   long,   sixty 
feet  wide  and    fifty-three  feet  high, 
decorated     in     modern     renaissance. 
These,  in  turn,  open  into  the    center 
hall,    eighty-three     feet    square,    the 
ceiling  rising   over   it  eighty   feet   in 
height.     From  the  east  and  west  sides 
of  this  center  hall  extend  the  galleries, 
each  ninety-eight  feet  long,  forty-eight 
feet  wide  and  thirty-five  feet  high. 

These  galleries  admit  of  temporary

it.  This  was  more  than  twenty  years 
before  the  independence  of  the  colo- 
nies was  dreamed  of,  yet ;  when  the 
Decl.aration  was  signed  this  very  bell 
was  the  first  by  its  merry  peal,  to 
"proclaim  liberty  throughout  the 
land."

Some 
year;  since  the  aiitiiiue  areliitectural 
decorations  an  1  furniture  of  this 
room  were  removed.  and  their 
places  supplied  with  new  fiuniture 
uid  tapestry  in  modern  style.  This 
error  has  since  been  repaired,  as  far 
IS  po.ssible,  by  restoring  the  hall  to 
its  ancient  appearance.  The  portraits 
of  nearly  every  one  of  tlu 
now  .adorn  the  walls.

fine  feature.  A  vestibule  .^0  feet 
s(]uare  separates  the  two  forcing 
houses  on  each  side,  and  there  are  sim- 
ilar vestibules  at  the  center  of  the  e.ast 
and  west  ends,  on  either  side  of  which 
are  apartments  for  restaurants,  recep- 
tion roon;s,  ofiices.  etc.  Ornamental 
stairways  lead  from  these  vestibules 
to  the  internal  galleries  of  theconserv- 
attuy.  as  well  as  four  external  gal- 
leries, each  100  feet  long  and  10  feet 
wide,  which  surmoitut  the  roofs  of  the 
forcing  houses.  These  extenal  gal- 
leries are  connected  with  a  grand 
promenade,  formed  by  the  roofs  of  the 
rooms  on  the  lower  floor,  giving  a  su- 
l)erficial  area  of  about  17,000  square 
feet. 

The  cast  and  west  entrances  to  the 
horticultural  building  aie  aj-proached 
by  flights  of  blue  marble  stejis,  from

double  lines  will  be  introduced  into 
e.ach  avenue  and  aisle  at  a  heii.>ht  of 
about  twenty  feet.  A  Corliss  steam 
engine  of  1,400  horse-power  will  drive 
the  main  shafting.  There  will  also 
be  counter-lines  of  shafting  in  the 
aisles  and  special  steam  power  fur- 
nished when  neces.sary.  Steam  power 
is  to  be  furnished  free  to  exhibitors. 
In  the  annex  for  hydraulic  machines 
there  is  a  tank  60  feet  by  160  feet, 
with  ten  feet  depth  of  water.  It  is  in- 
tended to  exhibit  all  sorts  of  hydraul- 
ic machinery  in  full  operation,  and  at 
the  southern  end  of  the  tank  there 
will  be  a  waterfall  thirty-five  feet  high 
by  forty  feet  wide,  supplied  from  the 
tank  by  the  pumps  on  exhibition.  There 
will  probably  be  a  larger  exhibition 
at  Philadelphia  of  processes  of  manu- 
facture than  at  any  previous  exhibi- 
tion. The  applications  for  space  have 
been  so  numerous  as  to  require  the 
addition  of  three  annexes,  covering 
two  and  one-half  acres,  while  numer- 
ous private  exhil)itors  will  put  np 
buildings  for  their  own  use.  The  ma- 
chinery hall  proper  will  contain  above 
1,200  American  exhibitors,  having  an 
average  space  of  270  square  feet  each 
—a  more  compact  arrangement  than 
has  been  accomplished  previously, 
since  at  Vienna  there  were  950  ex- 
hibitors of  m.achinery,  with  an  aver- 
age floor  sp.ace  of  303  square  feet.

The  Art  Gallery. 

The  most  imposing  and  ornate  of  all 
the  structures  is  memorial  hall,  built 
at  a  cost  of  31,500.000  by  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  and  city  of  Philadelphia. 
This  is  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 


commodating  8,000  persons.  This  is 
nearly  twice  the  dimensions  of  the 
largest  hall  in  the  United  States. 
From  the  galleries  doorways  open  into 
two  smaller  galleries,  eighty-nine  feet 
long  and  twenty-eight  feet  wide. 
These  open  north  and  south  into  i)ri- 
vate  apartments  connecting  with  the 
pavilion-rooms,  and  forming  two  side 
galleries  210  feet  long.  Along  the 
whole  length  of  the  north  side  of  the 
main  galleries  and  central  hall  extends 
a  corridor  fourteen  feet  wide,  opening 
on  its  north  line  into  a  series  of  pri- 
vate rooms  twenty-three  in  number, 
designed  for  studi«»s  and  smaller  exhi- 
bition rooms.  All  the  galleries  and 
the  central  hall  are  lighted  from 
above  ;  the  i)avilions  and  studios  from 
the  sides.  The  pavilions  and  cen- 
tral hall  are  designed  especially  for 
the  exhibition  of  sculpture.  This 
fine  building  gives  75,000  .square 
feet  of  wall  sjuum'  for  paintings, 
and  2t».000  square  feet  of  floor  space 
for  statutes,  etc.  The  skylights 
throughout  are  double,  the  upper  be- 
ing of  clear  ghtss  and  the  under 
ground  glass. 


a  romantic  ravine,  and  has  a  com- 
manding view  of  the  Schuylkill  river 
and  the  northwestern  suburbs  of  Phil- 
adelphia beyond.  This  building  will 
illustrate  a  novel  combination  of  ma- 
terials, mainly  wood  and  glass,  and 
will  consist  of  a  long  nave  crossed  by 
three  transepts,  each  being  composed 
of  truss-arches  of  Gothic  form.  The 
nave  will  be  820  feet  long  by  125  feet 
in  width,  with  a  height  of  75  feet 
from  the  floor  to  the  point  of  the  arch. 
The  central  transept  will  be  100  feet 
wide  and  75  feet  high,  and  the  two 
end  transepts  80  feet  wide  .and  70  feet 
high.  Its  interior  appearance  will 
resemble  that  of  a  great  cathedral,  and 
in  looking  from  transei)t  to  transept,

in  the  center  of  each  of  which  stands 
an  open  kiosque  twenty  feet  in  diam- 
eter. Each  entrance  is  beautified  by 
ornamental  tile  and  marble  work,  and 
the  angles  of  the  main  conservatory 
are  to  be  adorned  with  eight  attractive 
fountains.  The  corridors  connecting 
the  conservatory  with  the  surrounding 
apartments  upon  fine  vistas  in  every 
direction,  and  tlie  beauties  of  the  sur- 
rounding park,  with  the  river  flowing 
in  front  and  more  than  one  hun- 
dred feet  bene.ath  the  building,  add  to 
the  attractions.  Extensive  heating  ar- 
rangements are  provided  in  the  base- 
ment, which  is  of  firejiroof  construc- 
tion, and  the  restaurant  kitchens  will 
al.so  be  located  there. 

Surrounding  this  building  there  are 
thirty-five  acres  of  ground,  which  will 
be  devoted  to  horticultural  i)urposes, 
and  have  been  suitaldy  planted.  In 
ithis  i)lot  there  is  an  extensive  series  of 
sunken  gardens.

Great  as  is  the  space  afforded  in  the 
memorial  hall,  the  applications  from 
American  and  foreign  artists  have 
proved  so  greatly  in  excess  of  its  ca- 
pacity as  to  require  the  erection  of  a 
much  more  spacious  building.  This, 
though  only  of  brick,  Mill  harmonize 
architecturally  with  the  memorial 
hall,  .and  is  to  be  permanent.  It 
stands  just  in  the  rear  of  the  original 
art  gallery  and  communicates  with  it. 
It  will  afford  60.000  square  feet  of 
wall  space  available  for  paintings,  and 
contains  twenty-four  galleries,  each 
forty  feet  square,  besides  two  galleries, 
each  one  hundred  feet  long  by  forty 
feet  wide,  and  two  transverse  central 
corridors,  twenty  feet  wide. 


their  sides,  are  to  be  roofed,  and  will 
form  valuable  sp.aces  for  exhibits. 
The  ground  plan  of  the  building  is  par- 
allelogram 540  feet  by  820  feet,  cov- 
ering about  ten  .and  one-quarter  acres. 
Sixteen  foreign  nations  reserve  space 
of  I  in  this  building,  and  in  the  147.572 
square  feet  which  remain,  more  than 
1,000  American  exhibitors  are  to  be 
accomodated.  This  necessitates  spec- 
ial buildings  for  the  collective  exhib- 
its of  their  natural  resources  provided 
by  the  different  States. 

In  addition  to  the  ground  within  the 
enclosure,  an  eligibly-located  stock- 
yard, 22  acres  in  extent,  has  been  pro- 
vided for  the  display  of  live  stock, 
which  will  be  exhibited  in  a  series  of 
shows  during  the  months  of  September, 
October  and  November.  Two  farms, 
moreover,  of  about  50  acres  each,  have 
been  planted  for  the  trials  of  agricul- 
tural machinery.

The  Exhibition  buildings  are  located 
in  Fairmount  Park,  which  adjoins  the 
built  up  portions  of  Philade]i>lna  on 
the  north-western  border.  This  is  a 
beautiful  i.ark  of  2,740  acres,  upon 
which  the  city  h.as  already  spent  over 
S6,000,000,  and  is  now  annually  ex-- 
pending  a  large  sum  in  adornments  and 
improvevements.  Through  it  runs  the 
Schuylkill  river,  bordered  by  hign 
banks  and  ravines,  and  its  great  natu- 
ral beauty  has  been  enhanced  by  lU't. 
The  buildings  are  located  on  some  ot 
the  most  beautiful  spots  on  the  banks 
of  this  river,  groves  of  stately  trees 
surrounding  them,  splendid  views  or 
river  and  landscape  being  affordeu. 
These  buildings  stand  from  112  feet  to 
120  feet  above  the  highest  tide-water 
level  in  the  Delaware  river.

is  the  iJiolitie  jtarent  of  pulmonary  and 
nervous  disoniers.     It  is   a   fact   that 
the    relative     humidity    of    the     At- 
lunlic  States  is  not  so  great  as  that  of 
Minnesota,    but    there  ar.>   numerous 
changes  in  the   (piantity   of  moistur*'. 
To-dav  the  air  may  be   very   dry.  and 
to-morrow  it  will  be   comi)letely   satu- 
rated with    moisture.      One  day   the 
bodv  and  lungs  are  in  a  dry  house,  the 
next   in  a  vaj.or  closet,  conse»piently 
consumi^tion  is  the  scourge  of   those 
States.    The  wondrous  uniformity   o( 
the  moisture  in  our  air  is  the  prevent- 
ive and  cure  of  consumption.

A    few    figures    will   illustrate    tlie 
growth  and  prosperity  ef  Minne.'vota's 
iigricultural     interests     in     the    first 
twentv-five  years  of  its  settlement. 

When  theterritory  of  Miuuesotii  was 
organized  in  lS4"t).  ils  population  w:is 
4.U5T.  In  1S50  there  were  only  157 
farms,  comprising  about  3.(>0()  acres, 
from  which  were  produced  1.4i)0  bush- 
els of  wheat,  6,0(K)  bushels  of  corn,  and 
16,000  bushels  of  oats.  A  quarter  of  a 
century  has  worked  wonderful  changes. 
Our  population  is  now  51)7.279  ;  the 
number  of  tilled  acres  is  2,816.413. 
From  these  the  production  in  1874  was 
31.475,475.000  bushels  of  wheat.  15,- 
775.000  bushels  of  oats  and  9,500,000 
bushels  of  corn.  In  ten  years  the  popu- 
lation has  increased  138  per  cent., 
while  the  number  of  tilled  acres  has 
increased  302  per  cent.

2,816,413  are  under  til- 
lage, from  which  has  been  produced 
during  the  past  year  the  results  which 
are  pre.sented  in  the  foregoing   table.

The  schools  of  Minnesota    are  the 
pride  of  the  State,  and  with  the  im 


cr 


niense   fund  for  their  support,   estab- 
lished at  the  birth  of    the  common- 
wealth, they  are  destined  to   grow  and 
improve  with  each   succeeding  year  in 
;i  manner  aud  to  an  extent  unparalleled. 
The    State    Normal    Schools,  three  in 
number,   have  already  gr.aduated  415 
pupils,  and  it  is  the  current  testimony 
of  all  who  are  connected  with  the  ad- 
ministration  of  our  system  of  educa- 
tion, that  the   inllueiice  of  these  grad- 
uates  is    now    felt    most   beneficially 
throughout  the  State.    The  State  Tni- 
versily.    located   near   Minneapolis,  is 
acquiring  an  enviable  reputation. 

I.IMBER. 

Although  Minnesota  is  classed  among 
the  prairie  states,  it  stands  very  near 
the  head  in  lumbering  intere.sts.  Its 
immense  forests  in  the  Northern  ix)r- 
tion  of  the  State  furnish  building  ma- 
terial, not  only  for  its  own  demand, 
but  for  much'  of  that  of  Iowa  and 
nearly  all  used  l)y  Dakota,  Nebraska, 
and  even  is  sent  to  Colorado  and  Kan- 
,sas.  Last  year  the  Stillwater  district 
scaled  177,316.829  feet,  the  Minneapolis 
district  149,350,820  feet,  and  the  Du- 
luth  district  9.55,761  feet, 

RAII.RO.\DS.  • 

There  are  now  in  Minnesota  1,954  1-2 
miles  of  railroad  in  operatiim.  These 
roads  are  represented  by  356,105,920  of 
stock. 

The  agitation  aud  discu.ssion  of  the 
relative  obligations  of  the  railroad 
companies  and  rights  of  the  people 
have  resulted  in  a  better  understand- 
ing, and  in  sentiments  of  concession 
on  the  part  of  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions, ami  the  people  are  evidently  sat- 
isfied that  the  facilities  afforded  for 
the  transportation  of  produce  are  kept 
far  ahead  of  all  demands,  and  the 
tariffs  placed  at  re;ujonable  rates. 

The  agricultural  i>opulation  of  the 
State  is  rapidly  increasing,  not  alone 
by  immigratioii  but  by  many  who  came 
here  years  ago  to  engage  in  profes- 
sional pursuits,  abandoning  the  uncer- 
tain fortunes  of  town  life  and  taking 
to  the  calling  which  is  the  real  founda- 
tion of  wealth.

The  only  thing 
that  thev  were  certain  of  was  that  the 
water  was  steadily  gaining  on  them, 
and  the  ship  was  certian  to  sink  unless 
something  was  done.  All  this  time 
Mr.  Tucker's  pump  was  working  away, 
and  the  Captain  continually  enjoined 
the  engineer  to  give  it  greater  speed. 

Then  the  Captain  himself  went  down 
and  made  an  examination,  and  al- 
though he  failed  to  find  the  leak,  he 
was  alarmed  to  discover  a  quantity  of 
codfish  and  purpoises  swimming  about 
in  tlu'  hold,  because  he  knew  that  the 
hole  in  the  hull  must  be  very  large  in- 
deed to  admit  the  fish.

Tilden  has   some 
local  opposition,  it   is  true,  but    it    comes 
from  the  canal  ring  and  Boss  Tweed's  rep- 
resentatives in  Tammany.     It  is  an  oppo- 
sition which   brings    to   his  support   the 
honest  men  of  New    York,    regardless    of 
party.     Ohio   has    been    already    thrown 
J  ay    by  the    rag-babyitos,   and    a    hard 
iiionor  m.tu  can  alono  save  New  York  and 
the  Democratic   party    from  defeat.

Death  of  Gen.  Willis  A  Gor- 
man 

The  St.  Paul  dailies  of  Monday  la.sl, 
brought  us  the  sad  inlt-lligence  of  the 
death  of  this  eminent  soldier  and  states- 
man.

The  explosion  of  dynamite  at  Jersey 
City  damaged  property  to  the  extent  ol  $100,- 
000. 

The  Indians  continue  to  make  it  ex- 
ceedingly lively  for  the  l>oys  in  the  Black 
Hills. 

John  J.  Riddick  has  been  nominated 
by  the  President  for  associate  justice  of  New 
Mexico. 

The  giant  powder  works  at  Drakes- 
ville  exploded  on  the  16th,  killing  two  i)er- 
Bous  and  causing  a  loss  of  Jl2,000. 

One  child  w;i3  killed  and  six  badly 
injured,  on  the  17th,  by  lightning  striking  a 
school  house  in  Rondeau,  Ontario. 
1  A  passenger  coach  went  through  a 
bridge  on  the  Maysvillo  &  Lexington  railroad, 
.seriously  injuring  thirty  passengei-s. 

A  fearful  locomotive  boiler  explo- 
sion occurred  in  Chicago,  on  the  20th,  killing 
two  men  and  injuring  several  others. 

Three  shipwrecked  sailors,  of  the 
ship  Calcutta,  have  arrived  at  St.  Johns, 
N.  B.    Only  six  of  all  on  board  survived. 

Six  of  the  principal  culprits  in  the 
The  salonica  outrage  have  been  publicly  exe- 
cuted, and  tranquility  once  more  prevails. 

The  law  was  merciless  in  the  cj^se  of 
two  negroes  of  Savannah  who  murdered  Mrs. 
Cochran  and  daughter.  They  were  hanged 
on  the  16th. 

McKee  and  McGuire,  of  the  St.  Louis 
whisky  thieves  have  been  "incarserated"  in 
jail,  their  efforts  to  secure  executive  clemency 
being  unavailing. 

The  report  of  the  Congressional 
committtee  on  the  freetlnoan's  bank  recom- 
mends the  prosecution  and  punishment  of 
the  officers  of  the  concern. 

A  duel  took  place  in  Vienna,  on  the 
17th,  between  Count  Kulkin  and  the  Marquis 
Palavicine  with  broadswords.  The  Count 
was  seriously  wounded  in  the  skull. 

The  steamer  Pat  Cleburne  exploded 
her  boilers  at  Shawueetown,  111.,  killing  the 
captain,  both  mates,  express  agent,  and  a 
number  of  passengers,  besides  badly  wound- 
ing many  others. 

Excavations  have  reveaUnl  several 
underground  pipes  trom  the  Bixy  View  distil- 
lery at  San  Franci.sco,  used  in  secretly  con- 
veying whiskey  from  the  distillery  to  vessels 
at  the  wharf. 

Tom  Allen  and  Joe  Goss  have  agreed 
to  bruise  one  another  with  their  fist.=i,  on  the 
7th  of  Septemljer,  for  t-2,500  a  side.  The 
bmtal  scene  is  to  be  enacted  within  one  hun- 
dred miles  of  St.  Louis. 

Another  collision  is  reported  be- 
tween whites  and  blacks  in  West  Feliciana 
parish.  La.  The  trouble  is  alleged  to  have 
commenced  by  the  killing  ol  a  white  man  by 
negroes,  when  the  whites  collected  to  the 
number  of  several  hundred.  It  is  probable 
that  the  number  killed  will  never  be  known, 
but  reports  place  it  at  eight  negroes  shot  dead, 
thirty  wounded  and  four  hanged. 

A  young  man  named  GafEney,  liv- 
ing inJanesville,  Wis.,  married  a  girl  against 
her  parents'  will,  and  during  his  absence 
from  his  home  they  took  the  daughter  away. 
On  his  return  he  made  complaint  against  his 
tather-in-law  who  was  arrested  and  taken  to 
the  police  court,  where  he  met  Gaffney  and 
attacked  him.  Gaffney,  in  self-defense, 
struck  the  infuriated  man  with  a  hammer, 
killing  him  almost  instantly.

Miscclhineous  News  Items. 
Terry's  Indian  expidition  left 
Lincoln  on  the  17th. 

O'Leary's  attemdt  to  walk  500  miles 
in  six  days  was  a  failure. 

The  American  man-of-war  Franklin 
has  sailed  from  Nice  to  Salonict. 

The  rebels  have  turned  over  Mata- 
moras  to  the  American  and  German  consuls. 
The  ice  was  driven  into  Duluth  har- 
bor on  the  15th,   completely  closing  naviga- 
tion. 

The  Methodist  general  conference 
has  taken  hold  of  the  woman  question  with  a 
will,  and  lias  removed  the  disabilities  of 
women  from  holding  office  in  the  church. 

The  steamer  New  Orleans,  with  a 
draft  of  16  feet  8  inches  has  safely  passed 
through  the  jetties  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi. 

The  Louisiana  troubles  have  broken 
out  afresh,  and  Gen.  Auger  has  l>cen  com- 
manded to  use  such  means  as  are  in  his  power 
to  prevent  bloodshed  l^etween  the  whites  and 
blacks. 

An  attempt  was  made  in  New  York 
to  murder  a  mustang  pony  by  riding  him  300 
miles,  but  at  the  end  of  the  226th  mile  the 
rider  gave  out.  The  First  fifty  miles  was 
made  in  two  houi-  and  nineteen  minutes. 

The  Louisville  Courier-Journal  on 
the  17th  issued  a  "centennial  number,"  in 
honor  of  the  opening  of  their  new  building. 
The  unveiling  of  Geo.  D.  Prentice's  statue, 
on  the  principal  Iracade,  was  witnes.sed  by  an 
immense  crowd. 

It  is  probable  that  the  useless  and 
expensive  system  of  postage  stamps  now 
used  in  correspondence  on  executive  business 
in  the  diflierent  departments,  will  soon  be 
abolished,  and  it  may  !«  that  the  Iranking 
privilege  will  be  partly  restored. 

The  situation  at  Constantinople  is 
most  desperate,  and  bloodshed  seems  to  be 
inevitable.  Both  the  •  Mohammedans  and 
Christians  are  buying  revolvers  and  knives, 
and  congregate  in  large  numbers.  European 
Christians  are  considered  to  be  in  great 
danger. 

The  Manchester  print  works  have 
shut  down  indefinitely,  owing  to  the  low 
price  of  cotton  goods.  Five  hundred  em- 
ployes are  thus  thrown  out  of  work. 
The  Berkshire  mills,  of  Springfield,  emyloy- 
ing  400  hands,  has  closed  its  doors  in  default 
of  If-lOO.OOO. 


There  is  considerable  difference  be- 
tween the  right  man  in  the  right  place 
and  the  wrong  man  in  the  wrong 
place  :  illustrated  by  the  estimates  of 
Belknap  and  Taft  as  secretaries  of  the 
U.  S.  War  department.  Taft  signifies 
his  willingness  to  run  the  department 
for  $5,007,605  less  than  Belknap  want- 
ed for  the  same  purpose.  Judge  Taft 
deserves  to  be  let  alone  as  long  as  he 
manifests  qualities  so  rare. 


Artificial  clouds  of  smoke  are  often 
used  in  France  and  Germany  as  a  pro- 
tection against  frost.  One  plan  which 
has  been  very  successful,  consists  in 
carefully  mixing  gas  tar  with  sawdust 
and  old  straw  and  piling  this  mixture 
in  large  heaps  in  the  vineyards,  and 
when  morning  approaches  fire  is  set  to 
the  mass.  This  plan  would  not  work 
well  on  the  lu-airies  of  the  northwest, 
where  the  atmosphere  is  so  buoyant 
and  pure. 


Massachusetts  will  undoubtedly  long 
retain  the  position  of  the  nursery  of 
some  of  the  worst  criminals  the  world 
has  yet  produced.  Jesse  Pomeroy  and 
Piper  are  mon.strositiesin  the  line  of 
murders,  while  Winslow  stands  as  the 
unparalleled  clerical  thief;  but  ju.st 
now  it  is  announced  that  the  succes- 
sor of  this  fraud  has  absconded  with 
S300,000  of  the  funds  of  the  citv  of 
Natick,  and  thus  the  list  of  her  crimi- 
nals is  again  enlarged.

The  postal  bill  has  passed  the  House, 
putting  rates  at  about  the  same  figure  as  ex- 
isted one  year  ago. 

A  witness  in  the  Louisiana  case,  be- 
fore the  special  Congressional  committee,  tes- 
tified that  Congressman  Murray  hired  him  to 
kill  a  man  named  J.  N.  Glover,  and  to  im- 
prison until  after  election  four  other  men 
whom  he  alleged  stood  in  Murray's  way. 

The  investigation  of  the  alleged  con- 
nection of  Mr.  Blaine  with  certain  ?r.in.sac- 
tions  in  Little  Rock  and  Fort  Smith  railroad 
bonds,  Col.  Tom  Scott  entirely  vindicated 
him.  Scott  said  the  bonds  were  owned  by 
himself  and  by  him  sold  to  the  Union  Pacific 
company.

In  honor  of  the  centennial  year  a 
Brooklvn  dressmaker  shows  an  elaborately 
made  s'ilk  suit,  which  is  composed  entirely,o 
little  American  flags. 

Dom  Pedro  paid  the  usual  fees  for 
the  admission  of  himself  and  the  empress  to 
the  exhibition  on  Thursday,  using  therefor 
coin  which  he  had  just  bought  at  the  mint. 

At  the  New  York  Crystal  Palace  ex 
hibition,  in  1853,  President  Pierce  kept    20,- 
000  persons  in  the  building  and  five  times  as 
many  out  of  it  waiting  for  two  hours  for  him 
to  appear. 

Cattle  said  to  be  the  heaviest  and 
best  in  the  world  have  arrived  at  Philadelphia 
for  exhibition— among  them  an  ox  weighing 
4,000  pounds  and  a  heifer  weighing  3,300 
pounds. 

The  Krupp  cannon  from  Germany, 
the  heaviest  siege-gun  in  the  world,  still  re- 
mains in  the  Essen  in  the  Schuylkill,  No 
derrick  is  strong  enough  to  land  it,  and  it  ja 
to  be  jacked  up  and  rolled  overboard. 

In  the  Senate,  on  the  20th,  Senator 
Morton  submitted  a  report  in  the  case  of  Sen- 
ator  Spencer,  which  acquits  him  of  blame  in 
the  matter  of  his  election.  Mr.  Saulsbury 
while  agreeing  on  the  noain  point,  submitted 
a  report  differing  somewhat  from  that  of  Mor- 
ton. The  bill  for  the  relief  of  certain  persons 
who  payed  $165  into  the  revenue  by  improper 
collection,  was  passed  over  the  President's 
veto. 

Mr.  Cale  made  to  the  House  a  per- 
sonal explanation  in  regard  to  the  charges 
made  against  him  in  a  memorial  by  the  Wis- 
consin legislature,  claiming  that  he  had  been 
elected  fairly  and  honestly.  The  remainder 
of  the  day  was  passed  in  committee  of  the 
whole  on  the  naval  appropriation  bill. 


bill  to  admit  Mrs.  Fitch's  diamond  prea 
ent  free  of  duty  was  passed  without  oppo- 
sition. Mr.  HoMT  introduced  a  resolution  de- 
claring confidence  in  the  wisdom,  integrity 
and  efficiency  of  Secretary  Bristow's  conduct 
in  the  whisky  war,  and  that  the  House  does 
not  desire  him  to  make  public  any  informa- 
tion calculated  to  impair  the  efficiency  of  the 
prosecutions.  Mr.  Randall  objected,  and 
moved  to  table  the  resolution.  Pending  dis- 
cussion the  House  adjourned. 

The  Senate  on  the  16th  failed  to 
reach  a  decision  on  the  question  of  jurisdic- 
tion in  the  Belknap  impeachment  ca.se.  The 
committee  on  finance  reported  adversely  to 
the  bill  providing  for  an  elastic  currency,  and 
were  discharged  from  further  consideration, 
and  the  Senate  adjourned. 

The  House  committee  on  printing  re- 
ported that  the  cost  of  government  printing 
amounted  to  f  1 1,901, 360  in  the  last  seven 
years,  or  *1, 700,000  a  year,  and  that  it  could 
have  been  done  for  9500,000  less.  A  minority 
report  by  Mr.  Ballou  exonerated  printer 
Clapp  from  all  blame.  The  evidence  was  cer- 
tified to  the  district  authorities  for  action. 
Mr.  Lawrence  stated  that  if  he  had  been  pres- 
ent the  previous  day  he  would  have  voted  lor 
the  silver  bill,  as  he  thought  the  coimtry 
would  learn  by  the  measure  that  gold  re- 
sumption in  1879  is  impossible. 

The  only  business  before  the  Senate, 
on  the  17th,  was  the  Memphis  custom  house, 
for  the  building  of  which  provision  was  made. 
The  House  passed  a  bill  repealing 
the  tax  on  savings  banks  receipts,  and  con- 
curred in  Senate  amendments  to  the  bill  ex- 
tending time  to  pre-(mptors  on  public  lands. 
The  postal  appropriation  bill  was  amended 
so  as  to  make  the  rates  similar  to  those  in 
force  previous  to  the  last  session,  and  passed, 
•and  the  House  adjourned. 

In  the  Senate,  on  the  18th,  Mr.  Mor- 
ton read  a  dispatch  from  a  public  offieer  at 
New  Orleans  stating  that  fugitives  from  the 
scene  of  the  late  disturbances  had  arrived 
there,  reporting  six  whites  and  sixty  blacks 
killed,  and  he  moved  that  the  committee  on 
Mississippi  elections  be  instructed  to  investi- 
gate the  affair.  Agreed  to.  The  doors  were 
then  closed  for  the  conside;  .ition  of  the  Bel- 
knap impeachment,  but  no  decision  was 
reached. 

In  the  House,  a  speciiU  committee 
was  appointed  to  uivestigate  charges  against 
clerk  Adams,  whom  the  Inter-Ocean  says 
sells  appointments.  The  Indian  appropri- 
ation bill  W.1S  reported,  fixing  the  amount  at 
83,905,771,  and  providing  for  the  transfer  of 
the  bureau  to  the  war  depcrtmeut. 

No  business  of  importance  was 
transacted  by  the  Senate  on  the  19th. 

The  House  committee  of  ways  and 
means  presented  a  resolution  for  the  final  ad- 
journment of  the  session  of  congress  June 
12th.  The  bill  confirming  to  Missouri  all  the 
lands  therein  selected  as  swamp  and  over- 
flown lands  was  passed.  An  effort  was  made 
to  have  inserted  in  the  Record  the  personal 
allusion  to  Gen.  Garfield  made  by  Mr.  Single- 
ton in  the  debate  of  Wednesday,  but  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Randall  the  matter  was  tabled. 


FACTS  ABOUT  FORESTRY. 

In  all  that  has  yet  been  said  about 
forest  culture,  in  the  east  as  well  as 
the  west,  no  attempt  has  until  lately 
been  made  to  start  at  the  foundation 
and  inaugurate  a  system  of  restoring 
to  our  country  its  natural  clothing  of 
timber,  but  now  the  subject  bids  fair 
to -take  practical  shape  and  waste  pla- 
ces be  made  to  bear  burdens  of  wealth 
not  second  even  to  the  mineral  wealth 
of  our  land. 

In  an  argument  for  the  appointment 
of  a  forest  commissioner,  maide  before 
the  House  of  Representatives,  recent- 
ly, Hon.  M.  H.  Dunnell  gave  a  collec- 
tion of  facts  to  show  the  great  impor- 
tance of  immediate  action,  and  he  pro- 
posed the  appointment  of  a  competent 
man  at  a  salary  of  $2,000,  making  it 
his  duty,  after  complete  investigation, 
to  submit  to  the  commissioner  of  agri- 
culture an  exhaustive  report  upon  the 
needs  of  the  country  and  how  best  to 
supply  them. 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Mr. 
Dunnell  referred  to  the  $30,000,000 
trees  required  annually  for  railroad 
ties,  the  6,500,000  cords  of  fuel  for 
railroads,  the  $98,000,000  of  fencing 
used  aimually,  and  of  the  almost  un- 
imaginable quantities  used  in  making 
furniture,  machinery,  boxes  and  in 
building. 

Mr.  Dunnell  concluded  his  remarks 
as  follows : 

No  argument  can  be  raised  against  practical 
legislation.  That  which  makes  more  certain 
a  supply  of  whatever  the  race  shall  need  in 
the  future,  for  life  and  the  uses  of  civilized 
life,  is  not  onlv  practicable  but  is  humane. 
So  s.ivagely  in  the  past,  have  Americans  cut 
down  the  forests  that  stood  in  their  way  and 
in  the  march  of  agriculture  and  in  the  acqui- 
sition of  wealth,  that  they  should  now  be 
asked  to  cease  the  work  of  destruction  and 
commence  the  work  of  renewal.  Those  who 
are  to  come  after  them  have  rights ;  they  will 
need  houses,  fences,  and  fuel ;  they  will  need 
forests  for  health  as  well  as  use.  This  gen- 
eration should  do  better  in  this  respect  than 
the  past;  that  cut  down  and  too  often  wasted; 
this  should  plant  and  preserve. 

Those  who  are  the  most  unwilling  to  look 
into  the  future  and  provide  for  it  by  husband- 
ing our  present  timWr  supplies,  admit  that 
in  twenty  years  building-lumber  will  be  ex- 
ceedingly scarce,  and  in  many  parts  of  the 
country  now  reasonably  supplied,  wholly 
gone.  While  they  would  put  off  the  evil  day, 
they  do  not  deny  its  approach. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  just  as  the 
cost  of  the  article  increases,  in  that  propor- 
tion will  diminish  in  number  and  profit, 
nianv  of  the  trades  and  occupations  of  the 
people.  There  are  now  many  millions  of 
workers  of  wood.  A  thousand  million  dol- 
lars as  the  value  ol  the  products  drawn  from 
the  forests  of  the  United  States  in  a  single  year, 
indicate  a  fearful  consumption. 

Timber,  as  I  once  have  said,  is  an  element 
of  civilizjition.  It  should  be  grown  as  well 
as  wheat  or  rye  or  oats.  How  this  may  be 
done  should  be  an  object  of  study.  The  su- 
preme importance  and  dignity  of  timber 
preservation  and  cultivation  should  be 
brought  home  to  the  whole  country. 

The  mighty  interest  sought  to  be  aided  by 
my  amendment,  call  for  demonstrations,  the 
tacts  of  science,  the   results  of  experiment, 
methods,  and  specific  instructions. 
The  amendment  was  adopted. 


Farm,  House  and  Garden. 

Rose  Cidture. — Mrs  B.  Wishes  hints 
concerning  house  roses.  Hers  do  not 
bloom  freely  and  produce  flowers. 
Small  pots  should  be  used;  a  rose  will 
not  bloom  much  until  the  pot  is  filled 
with  roots.  Mrs.  B.  complains  that 
the  leaves  drop  off.  Does  she  mean 
the  green  leaves  or  the  petals  of  the 
flower  ?  If  the  leaves,  it  is  caused  by 
insects  which  infest  roses,  and  they 
require  a  good  smoking  with  tobacco. 
Roses  ought  now  to  be  in  the  garden, 
but  if  kept  in  the  windows  protect  the 
pots  from  the  sun,  so  that  the  roots 
will  not  dry  up  with  the  heat.  The 
plants  reqiure  sun.  A  healthy  rose  is 
a  good  feeder,  requiring  water  morn- 
ing and  evening  at  this  season.  Al- 
ways use  tepid  water,  especially  in  the 
winter,  and  sprinkly  the  tops  fre- 
qtiently.  Roses  are  difticult  to  keej)  in 
a  house,  principally  on  account  of  the 
variety  of  insects  that  infest  them. 


Setting  Cuttings.— A  correspondent 
inquires  the  best  mode  of  taking  cut- 
tings. A  healthy  plant  should  be  se- 
lected and  strong-looking  woody  pieces 
cut  of  ;  those  with  a  blossom  on  the 
end  rarely  fail.  Trim  off  the  large 
leaves  and  put  them  in  water  for  a 
few  hours  or  a  day.  Cuttings  of  ivy 
(tradescantia)  Wandering  Jew,  Canary 
bird  flower,  (trorsoolum  peregrinum), 
and  oleander  should  be  started  in  water 
and  kept  in  water,  in  the  shade,  until 
a  little  root  appears.  Each  cutting 
should  have  a  good  sized  pot,  or  seve- 
ral cuttings  can  be  put  in  a  wooden 
box.  The  best  soil  for  amateurs  to  use 
is  half  good  earth  and  half  whitt  sand, 
well  mixed  ;  water  well  and  keep  in 
the  shade,  but  not  in  damp,  until  the 
cuttings  have  taken,  then  give  full  sun. 
Transplanting  geraniums  require  skill. 
An  amateur  should  use  pots  and  keep 
them  in  them,  sinking  the  pot  in  sum- 
mer, and  as  the  earth  is  not  rich  they 
can  be  watered  with  fertilizers  in  win- 
ter. A  five-inch  iK)t  will  do  for  a  ger- 
anium for  a  vear. 
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CONGRESSIONAIi. 

Before  the  secret  session  the  Senate 
passed  the  bill  appropriating  f9000  for  pay- 
ment of  the  expenses  of  the  select  committee 
for  the  investigation  of  the  federal  officers  in 
Louisiana.  The  House  bill  to  extend  the 
time  for  filing  cotton  claims  was  indefinitely 
postponed.  Mr.  Windom  called  up  the  House 
bill  to  extend  the  time  to  pre-emptors  of  pub- 
lic lands,  and  it  was  pas.sed  The  doors  were 
then  closed  and  soon  after  the  Senate  ad- 
journed. 

The  House  adopted  several  resolu- 
tions calling  for  correspondence  as  to  the 
whisky  ring  pro.secutions,  and  dismissal  ol 
special  counsel  Henderson;  also  inquiring 
into  the  prosperity  of  turning  over  the  rev- 
enue bureau  to  the  commissioners  of  customs. 
Bills  were  introduced  to  establish  a  new 
boundary  line  between  Kansas  and  Missouri ; 
chartering  a  railroal  from  the  south-east 
Atlantic  seaboard  to  Lake  Michigan;  to  ap- 
portion federal  appointments  among  con- 
gressional districts;  to  repeal  all  taxes  on 
bank  capital.  The  bill  for  issuing  ten  mil- 
lions of  silver  in  exchange  for  legal  ten- 
ders was  defeated-139  yeas  and  73  nays- 
uot    two   thirds   in    the    affirmative.    The 


AX  INHUMAN  BROTHER. 
One  of  the  best  citizens  of  Warsaw, 
Mo.,  was  last  week  murdered  by  his 
own   brother,    in    a    peculiarly    cold- 
blooded manner.    The  brothers*  names 
were  AValls— A.  C.  and  Charles.     The 
facts  as  ascertained  are  that  Charley, 
the  murderer,  is  a  wild,  boisterous  fel- 
low, much  given  to  card  playing  and 
drinking,  while  Al  (as  he  was  known 
to  everyone  here)  was  very  much  op- 
posed to  his  younger  brother's  way  of 
spending  his  time  and  money,  and  has, 
on  many  occasions,  taken  him  home 
and  taken  care  of  him.    About  dark  Al 
and  Mr.  McGowan,  a  brother-in-law  of 
the  two  young  men,    found    Charley 
drinking  and  playing  cards  at  a  saloon, 
and  tried  to  take  him  home.     He  went 
quietly  until  very  near  home,  when, 
being  in  advance,  he  turned  suddenly, 
and  giving  no  indication  for  his  inten- 
tion, fired  full  at  McGowen,  who  was 
in  advance  of  Al,  and  about  40  feet  be- 
hind Charley.    McGowan  hearing  the 
ball    whistle    uncomforatably     close, 
sprang  back  and  turned  to  one  side. 
Al  then  cried  out,  "Look  out  Charley, 
you  might  hit  us,"   but  the  warning 
had  no  effect,  for  mingling  with  the 
last  word  came  another  report,  and  Al 
staggering,   said    "I    am    shot,"    and 
would  have  fallen  had  not  McGowan 
sprang  forward  to  support  him.     The 
fraticide,  then,  his  insane  hate  sati- 
ated, put  up  his  pistol  and  helped  car- 
ry his  dving  brother  into  the  house  of 
their  father,  distant  but  a  few  yards. 
The  wounded  man  soon  breathed   his 
last  in  terrible  agony,  surrounded  by 
his  weeping  relatives,  Charley  mean- 
time looking  on,  calm,  and  amid  all 
the  excitement  undisturbed,  breathing 
no  word  of  repentance ;  saying,  when 
his  mother  asked  him  why  he  did  so, 
"I  told  him  not  to  follow  me,  and  1 
killed  him."    There   were   no  indica- 
tions of  trouble  whatever  in  his  coun- 
tenance ;  no  contraction  of  the  eye- 
brows or  muscles  of  the  forehead,  and 
while  gazing  on  the  dead  body  of  his 
brother,  slain  by   his  own  hand,  his 
eye  was  as  clear  and  its  depths  as  un- 
disturbed as  though  he  had  just  done 
a  good  deed,  and  his  conscience  was 

clear.

THE  GRANGER  LAW. 

From  the  Clilcago  Times. 

There  has  been  considerable  conjec- 
ture in  railroad  circles  during  the  past 
month  as  to  the  dicision  which  would 
be  made  by  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States  in  the  case  of  the  gran- 
ger railroad  law.  It  was  expected  that 
a  decision  would  be  rendered  during 
the  May  term,  and  it  appears  that  the 
court  has  adjourned  until  October,  so 
that  a  decision  cannot  be  promulgated 
before  that  time.  It  is  claimed  by 
certain  interested  parties  that  a  decis- 
ion which  had  been  concurred  in  by 
all  the  judges  had  been  prepared  pre- 
vious to  adjournment,  and  that  its  na- 
ture is  positively  known.  According 
to  these  statements,  the  supreme  bench 
lias  decided  in  the  Wisconsin  case  that 
any  attempt  by  state  legislation  to 
govern  the  establishment  of  rates  is 
unconstitutional.  As  this  ca.se  virtu- 
all  v  covers  those  of  Illinois,  Minneso- 
ta,'and  Iowa,  this  would  make  the  leg- 
islation in  these  States  of  no  effect, 
and  place  the  roads  entirely  beyond 
the  control  of  the  State  legislatures. 
This  rumor  is  published  for  what  it  is 
worth,  but  it  appears  that  it  has  re- 
ceived credence  among  some  of  the 
leading  western  railroad  managers, 
who  believe  the  information  to  be  suf- 
ficiently authentic  as  to  insure  that  all 
legislative  restrictions  in  the  matter  of 
rates  will  be  swept  away  soon  after 
the  pending  presidential  campaign,  as 
it  is  not  believed  that  the  decision  will 
be  rendered  until  after  the  close  of  the 
campaign.

A  telegramh  from  Sioux  City  to  the 
Chicago  Times  says  Louis  Trudell,  of 
that  citv,  who  is  in  the  Black  Hills, 
writes  from  Custer  City  to  his  wife, 
under  date  of  April  20,  as  follows: 
"Arrived  here  after  a  hard  trip,  safe, 
but  I  am  afraid  to  no  purpose,  for  I  am 
nearly  satisfied  the  Black  Hills  are  the 
biggest  humbug  ever  passed  off  on  the 
people,  and  this  is  the  opinion  of  old 
California  miners  who  are  here.  There 
are  thousands  of  men  here,  and  none 
of  them  making  anything,  and  they 
areleaving daily.  On  yesterday  a  party 
of  140  started  back.  There's  not  a 
day  pjusses  but  soraelwdy  gets  killed 
by  Indians.  They  come  right  into 
town  and  kill  men.  We  cannot  go  out 
of  doors  without  danger,  and  are  cora« 
pelled  to  take  our  guns  with  us  on  all 
excursions.  The  Indians  are  getting 
wor.se  and  worse  every  day.  All  the 
glowing  stories  you  read  in  the  papers 
about  this  country  are  lics,with  scarcely 
an  exception.  As  to  the  Indian  stories, 
they  are  a  thousand  times  worse  than 
represented.  There  are  hundreds  of 
men  here  on  the  verge  of  starvation. 
While  writing  this  letter  a  man  has 
been  killed  by  Indians  close  to  the 
oamp.''  Joseph  Trudell,  also  from 
there,  writes  as  above,  and  says  :  "Old 
Sitting  Bull,  the  famous  Indian  chief, 
has  sent  in  word  that  the  miners  must 
leave  the  Hills,  or  he  will  make  a 
graveyard  of  that  paticular  part  of  his 
domain."  Several  others  write  in  a 
similar  strain,  and  intimate  their  in- 
tention to  return  as  soon  as  they  can 
safely  do  so.  Several  men  from  Illi- 
nois had  arrived  there  with  through 
tickets  to  the  Hills,  but  have  conclud- 
ed to  return  home,  and  were  aboutjtown 
trying  to  dispose  ^of  their  tickets. 
They  didn't  find  any  purchasers. 


A  Remedy  for  Cheat  and  Cockle, 

Some  years  ago,  says  a  correspond- 
ent of  the  Farmers'  Friend,  my  wheat 
was  "turned"  to  cheat  and  cockle.  As 
I  had  just  as  much  faith  in  wheat 
turning  to  one  as  the  other,  1  resolved 
to  sow  no  more  of  the  seed  of  either, 
and  took  a  screen  off  an  old  fan,  put  a 
rim  around  it,  sat  down  by  my  heap  of 
seed  wheat,  cockle,  and  cheat  or  chess, 
and  sieved  it  so  long  as  any  cheat, 
cockle,  or  small  grains  of  wheat  would 
go  through.  The  result  was,  scarcely 
a  stock  of  anything  but  wheat  could 
be  found  in  forty-five  acres  the  next 
harvest,  and  what  few  stocks  appeared 
I  presume  had  been  in  the  manure.  I 
treated  my  seed  the  same  way  the  next 
fall.  The  following  spring,  in  sowing 
gniss  seed  over  fifty  acres,  I  found  but 
one  stock  of  cockle  ;  and  in  harvesting 
not  a  handfull  of  cheat,  and  no  cockle, 
was  found— notwithstanding  the  wheat 
had  been  badly  winter-killed,  and  one 
field  near  the  barn  had  been  run  on, 
tramped,  and  eaten  by  the  lambs  and 
chickens  very  much. 


Boston  Baked  Beans. — A  favorite 
and  excellent  family  dish  if  carefully 
prepared.  Get  a  red  earthen  jar,  glaz- 
ed on  the  inside.  \\  should  be  four- 
teen to  sixteen  inches  in  height,  with 
a  wide  top.  (iet  the  beans  at  a  first- 
class  grocer's,  lest  they  be  old  or  of  a 
poor  quality ;  pick,  wash,  and  soak 
them  over  night  in  plenty  of  cold  water; 
scald  them  the  next  day  with  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  soda  ;they  should  not  boil, 
unless  they  have  been  long  stored. 
Drain  off  tlie  water,  and  to  three  pints 
of  beans  (unsoaked)  allow  a  pound  and 
a  half  of  good  sweet  salt  pork  ;  a  rib 
piece,  not  too  fat,  is  best.  Let  the 
beans  cover  all  but  the  top  of  the  pork, 
which  must  be  scored ;  add  water 
enough  to  cover  the  beans,  in  which, 
half  a  small  teacupful  of  molasses  has 
been  dissolved.  They  should  be  put  in 
the  oven  at  bed-time,  while  there  is 
still  a  moderate  fire  remaining .  They 
will  be  ready  in  the  morning.  If  the 
pork  is  not  very  salt,  add  some  to  the 
water  in  which  the  beans  are  baked. 

Boston  Brown  Bread. — Mrs.  G.'s  Res- 
cipe. — Three  and  three-fourths  cnps 
Indian  corn  meal,  two  and  one-half 
cups  rye  meal,  not  flour,  two-thirds 
cup  molasses,  one  quart  milk,  either 
sweet  or  sour  ;  two  even  teaspoonfuls 
soda,  dissolved  in  the  milk  ;  steam  in 
tin  pudding-boiler  five  hours  ;  take  off 
the  cover  and  set  in  the  oven  with  the 
beans  to  remain  till  morning. 

Bavins;  Rennets. 

A  correspondent  inquires  as  to  the 
best  method  of  savin*-  rennet.  We 
have  tried  several  ways  in  our  prac- 
tice— stretching  the  skins  on  a  hoop  or 
crotched  stick — filling  them  with  salt 
— packing  them  in  a  cask  with  salt,  &c. 
But  of  late  we  have  adopted  Cue  Bava- 
rian plan,  which  consists  of  inflating 
the  skin  like  a  bladder,  tying  the  end 
tightly  to  retain  the  inflated  condition 
imtil  the  skins  are  perfectly  dry.  Salt 
should  be  used  freely  at  the  point 
where  the  orifice  is  tied  to  hold  the 
air,  but  as  the  other  parts  dry  down 
quickly,  none  is  needed  except,  per- 
haps, in  very  hot  weather. 

The  skins  on  removal  from  the  calf, 
should  not  be  soaked  or  washed  with 
water.  They  should  be  turned  and 
emptied  of  their  contents  and  all  dirt 
wiped  off  with  a  cloth.  Then  turning 
the  skin  back  again,  insert  a  quill  or 
tube  and  inflate  as  you  would  a  blad- 
der, tying  the  orifice  as  before  stated. 
They  should  be  hung  in  a  dry  atmos- 
phere, but  not  near  a  hot  stove,  as 
high  heat  has  the  effect  of  injuring 
the  strength  of  the  rennet.  In  saving 
rennets  great  c^re  should  be  taken  to 
select  only  from  healthy  calves.  If 
the  stomach  is  badly  discolored  or 
shows  signs  of  having  been  inflamed 
or  disetvsed,  it  should  be  .at  once  dis- 
carded, for  such  rennets  work  mis- 
chief and  cause  taints  to  bo  developed 

in  the  cheese.

THE   PYRAMIDkS. 


From  The  Milwaukee  WiscoDsin. 

Leaving  the  green  lields  of  the  val- 
ley, Ave  ascend  directly  up  a  sand  hill, 
and  are  upon  the  Lybian  Desert,  and 
are  before  the  great  pyramid. 

A  Bice  little  hotel  stands  near  by, 
and  here  our  halt  is  made,  and  we  at 
once  proceed  to  the  pyramid,  perhaps 
forty  rods  away. 

At  this  i>oint  there  are  three 
of  those  extraordinary  monuments. 
On  beyond  at  the  site  of  old  Memphis, 
perhaps  three  or  four  miles,  are  si.x  or 
fight  more  of  inferior  size.  For  my 
own  part,  I  was  curious  to  visit  this  of 
Cheops,  which  is,  say  750  feet  square 
at  its  bjise,  and  has  a  height  of  480  feet, 
covering  about  twelve  acres  of  land. 
As  we  approach  the  place  of  jiscent  any 
number  of  Bedouin  Arabs  of  the  desert 
are  ready  to  assist  us  in  the  tremen- 
dous climb.  For  you  need  to  know 
that  we — the  two  ladies  ius  well  tis  the 
two  gentlemen— are  to  go  up  to  the 
top  of  this  pyramid  of  Cheops  ;  and 
further,  you  need  to  know  that  we  had 
now  distanced  in  the  journey  from 
Cairo  all  other  comers. 

The  service  needed  for  the  ascent  of 
the  pyramid  is  well  regulated.  The 
Sheik  of  the  neighboring  village  has 
the  custody  of  the  place,  and  regulates 
the  service  and  collects  the  fees.  It 
costs  to  each  person  a  fee  for  going  up 
of  fifty  cents,  and  for  entering  to  the 
interior  another  fifty  cents.  Either  or 
both  may  be  taken  at  the  option  of 
the  visitor.  To  each  person  ascending 
two  or  three  Arabs  are  assigned  to 
help.  The  general  plan  of  helpfulness 
would  be  for  an  assistant  to  take  hold 
of  each  hand,  and  standing  upon  a  tier 
of  stone  above,  would  pull,  while  the 
one  sUmding  behind  would  "boost." 
So  "He-oo-heave,"  and  up  moves  the 
visitor,  to  take  his  wide-spreiid  look 
from  the  top. 

The  tiers  of  stone  constituting  the 
steps  of  the  monument  are,  I  should 
judge,  to  be  two  feet  in  thickness. 
In  the  main,  our  route  lay  along  the 
northwest  angle  of  the  pyramid. 

I  had  not  gone  far  before  I  shook  off 
the  Arab  "boosting"'  from  behind.  He 
gave  me  a  fearful  '"boo.st,"  and 
punched  my  cheek-bone  against  the 
rock  ahead.  Nor  had  I  gone  much 
farther  before  I  dismissed  the  man 
holding  and  pulling  me  by  my  right 
hanil. 

I  was  now  left  with  a  young,  lithe 
fellow,  as  springy  as  a  fox.  His  hand 
Avas  small  and  soft,  and  I  could  clasp 
it  easily  and  firmly  within  my  own. 

We  must  not  be  nish,  but  rather 
take  the  journey  coolly  and  e5i.sily. 
Vnc  gentleman  making  the  journey 
tho  same  day  had  full  use  of  his 
three  helpers,  iis  the  ascent  produced 
dizziness  and  threatened  him  with 
vertigo. 

At  one  of  our  stojipages  my  helper 
informed  me  not  only  that  his  name 
was  Mahmod.  but  that  he  was  a  doctor. 
lie  desireil  to  know  my  name  and  title. 
:uul  1  informed  him  that  I  WJis  M. 
(Jovernor,  and  that  I  was  also  a  doctor. 
It  was  evident  that  I  rose  at  once  in 
Dr.  Mahmod's  estimation  with  these 
distinctions.   I  was  now  making  a.scent 

(with  comparative  ea.se.    Holding  Mah- 
mod's right  hand  firmly  with  my  left, 
he  would  spring    with    his    bare    feet 
upon  the  block  before,  while  I,   using 
my  right  hand  and  arm  as  a  brace  and 
helper,  would  lift  my  left  foot  to  tlie 
Itlock  and  easily  raise  myself  to  it.    In 
this  way  I  came  to    the    top    without 
very  great  fatigue,  though  the  perspi- 
ration i)oured  as  if   subjected    to    Dr. 
Hansen's  highest  temjierature. 
UlK)n  reaching  the  top  there  stood 
•  Mr.  Smith  and  one  of  the  young  ladies, 
^who  had  beaten  me  in  their  journey. 
Our   resolute  :md  •'and-ui>-and-a-com- 
ing"  party  were  now  assemVded  upon 
the  apex  of  Cheops,   sUmding  upon  a 
floor  twenty  feet  square.     I   informed 
my  comrades  of  the  distinction  which 
I  had  enjoyed  in  having   Dr.   Mahmml 
as  my  assistant.    I  now  directed  the 
Doctor  to  make  an  examination  of  my 
pulse,  to  .see  if  I  was  all  right.    He  did 
so,  and  bid  me  run  out  my  tongue  for 
his  professional  observation.     I  direct- 
ed him  now  to  examine  each  one    of 
the  ,»arty.    In  like  manner  he  felt  the 
pulse  and  looked  at  the  tongue,  and  an- 
nounced each  to  be  in  good  condition. 
The  city  below,  the  green  fields  be- 
fore us,  and  the  arid  desert  without  a 
green    thing    beliind    us,     were    the 
t  hreo  subjects  of  observation.     Away 


off  upon  the  road  we  espied  the  drove 
of  carriages  with  their  loads  of  visi- 
tors. This  suggested  that  Ave  com- 
plete our  view  and  make  the  descent 
and  entrance  to  the  interior  of  the 
great  vault  above,  and  thus  free  our- 
selves from  the  dangers  and  discom- 
forts of  the  crowd.  This  Ave  success- 
.  fully  accomplished,  although  the  la- 
I  bor  of  the  descent  was  quite  as  great 
as  that  of  the  a.scent. 

The  entrance  to  the  Pyramid  is  by 
loA\'  passage-Avays  sometimes  crawling 
on  all  fours,  sometimes  descending  by 
steps,  and  sometimes  ascending.  At 
times  this  pass;ige  is  by  lofty  galleries, 
and  then  again  by  obscure  and  cramp- 
ed ways.  At  length  the  King's  Cham- 
ber is  reached — a  room  made  of  polish- 
ed red  granite,  sixteen  feet  wide,  and 
thirty  feet  long  and  twenty  feet  high, 
as  I  paced  its  length  and  Avidth,  and 
measured  its  height  Avith  my  eye.  In 
this  dark  abode  is  a  large  empty  stone 
sarcophagus.  There  is  another  room 
under  this  one,  called  the  Queen's 
Room. 

We  are  very  glad  to  get  out  of  these 
gloomy  and  dark  caverns  to  the  light 
of  God's  bright  day.  Though  our  fee 
of  one  dollar  paid  to  tho  Sheik  is  in- 
tended to  be  sufficient,  yet  the  cry  for 
"Backshish"  from  our  guides  is  inter- 
minable and  in.satiable.  I  had  paid 
the  doctor  all  the  francs  to  which  his 
good  offices  including  his  professional 
services  were  entitled.  Still  he  was 
clamoring  for  more,  and  to  such  an  ex- 
tent, that  I  turned  upon  him  with  a 
vengeful  mein,  and  in  stern  language, 
rebuked  him  for  his  rapacity.  Upon 
this  the  aged  and  venerable  Sheik  ad- 
vanced and  asked  me  if  he  should  Avhip 
the  doctor. 

I  directed  him  to  give  him  six 
blows,  whereuiwn  the  old  Sheik  raised 
his  stick  and  gave  him  three.  Seeing 
the  Avrteched,  crestfallen  state  of  the 
Doctor,  my  heart  failed  me,  and  I  ar- 
rested the  punishment.

I  think  the 
doctor  stretched  a  little,  hoAvever, 
about  his  mare— the  presumption 
being  that  he  had  no  such  possession. 
He  told  me  that  he  had  one  wife,  and 
was  anxious  to  get  some  money  ahead 
Avat  he  might  get  another.  This  I 
think  was  true. 

We  visited  the  Sphinx  and  its  buried 
temple  not  far  away.  Stupendous 
monuments  of  the  greatness  .and  the 
power  of  generations  of  men  Avho  long, 
long  ago  performed  their  part  in 
human  affairs!  Nothing  impressed 
me  more  than  the  vast  size  of  the 
blocks  ot  polished  red  granite  seen  in 
the  perfect  masonry  of  this  vast  tem- 
ple, Avhich  has  lain  for  ages  buried 
here  in  the  sands  of  the  desert.

Stories  of  the  War. 


During  one  of  our  Summer  campaigns 
in  Western  Louisiana  my  regiment 
chanced  to  be  biA'ouacked  one  night 
upon  an  open  prairie  near  Bayou 
Tache.

Funerals  touched  weddings  at  the 
point  of  feasting,  and  were  often  very 
expensive,  showy,  and  i)ompous  oc- 
casions. In  some  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, especially  among  the  Dutch  of 
Long  Island  and  New  York,  it  was  the 
custom  for  a  young  man  to  lay  by  his 
earnings  after  coming  of  age,  until  a 
sufficient  sum  had  accumulated  to  pro- 
vide for  him  a  "respectable"  funeral 
when  he  should  come  to  die.  Often- 
times the  young  burgher  would  re- 
serve half  of  the  portion  of  wine 
which  he  had  liberally  laid  in  for  his 
marriage,  to  be  used  at  the  funeral  of 
himself  or  his  wife.  Special  invita- 
tions were  sent  out  for  funerals  as  for 
parties.  The  clergyman,  pall-bear- 
ers and  physicians  attending  were  pro- 
vided with  scarfs  and  glove,  and  some- 
times each  with  a  mourning-ring; 
while  the  feast  which  followed  the 
interment,  at  the  house  of  the  rel- 
atives of  the  deceased,  elaborate  with 
cold  roast  meats,  wines,  liquors  and 
pipes,  was  not  unfrequently  an  occas- 
ion of  coarse  excess,  sometimes  de- 
scending into  hilarious  and  noisy 
demonstrations.  A  "respectable"  fu- 
neral of  this  description  might  cost 
perhaps  $1,000,  while  the  funeral  of 
the  first  wife  of  Hon.  Stephen  Van 
Renssljeer  is  said  to  have  cost  not  less 
than  820,000.
